25, and in New Zealand at Mansfield 
on October 9. The one remaining 
round will take place either in Brazil 
or in Malaysia.

BLM blasts 
Cranston bill

LONG BEACH, CA, FEB. 25 
Senator Alan Cranston's (D- 
CA) California Desert Protec- _ 
tion Act, "would substitute the 
desires of the few for the will of 
many," according to Robert F. Bur- 
ford, national director of the U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management. 
Speaking before a group in Santa 
Barbara, California in mid-February, 
Burford blasted the Sierra Club-spon- 


‚ sored Cranston bill (S.7), as well as 


companion conservation bills recently 
introduced by others in congress. 
The nation's top BLM official called 
the measures, “а legislative flip-flop. 

"Something's obviously wrong 
here," Burford said. “If this new 
proposal represents only one point of 
view — that of the conservationists 
—what’s happened to other people's 
expressed desires? What's happened 
to the compromises hammered out in 
the public arena over the past 10 
years? And what has happened to the 
commitment to balance public use, 
so clearly required by the law?” 

Cranston's Desert Protection Act, 
along with companion bills intro- 
duced in the House of Representa- 
tives by Congressmen Richard Leh- 
man (D-Sanger) and Mel Levine (D- 
Los Angeles), would close more than 
nine-million acres of California desert 
to off-road riding by designating more 
than one-third of the desert as wilder- 
ness. 

'The BLM was directed by congress 
in 1976 to manage the California 
Desert Conservation Area under what 
the BLM calls a multiple-use philo- 
sophy. After dozens of public meet- 
ings and the filing of thousands of 
public comments, the BLM — at the 
direction of congress — completed 
the California Desert Plan in 1980. 
The plan attempted to “accomodate 
a balanced use of the desert," includ- 
ing off-highway vehicle use. 

But the new proposals would 
change all that, and Burford resents 
congressional meddling.

Right on (write on?) to Chuck 
Clayton and his CC Writer column 
in the February 18 issue of Cycle 
News. He has clearly identified and 
focused on the distinctions that some 
industry leaders apparently fail to 
understand in making the great error 
of officially entering the helmet law 
fray under the auspices of the Motor- 
cycle Industry Council. 

While some see the helmet only as 
a mechanical safety device like a seat 
belt, they fail to realize that their cus- 
tomers see it as personal apparel 
connected with their chosen lifestyle 
and their right as adults to make their 
own decisions. 

Though some seea helmet law as a 
motorcycle safety panacea, they ignore 
that research does not strongly sup- 
port this belief, and they risk causing 
the safety community to refocus its 


attention from the helmet to the: 


motorcycle itself. 

Although some believe it is entirely 
appropriate for the trade to involve 
itself in the business of the consumer, 
they fail to recognize that the motor- 
cycle industry has been blessed by the 
absence of a militant, organized con- 
sumerist group that would systemat- 
ically involve itself in trade affairs 
such as product liability; and they 
ignore therisk of inflaming such sen- 
timents by taking a position in the 
helmet law controversy. 

Research conducted by the Ameri- 
can Motorcyclist Association indicates 
that consumer resistance to helmet 
laws has.gradually softened over the 
last decade. This is considered by 
some to be a healthy trend for society 
as a whole, but the MIC position is 
unlikely to hasten that trend. To the 


contrary, it only has steeled the will | 


to oppose helmet laws among the 
motorcyclists who object to being 
told how to dress and how to protect 
themselves. 

There's still a way out that could 
satisfy everyone's .objectives. I have 
proposed a coordinated and unified 
industry/consumer effort in support 
of helmet laws for minors and free 
choice for adults, backed by the kind 
of “pro helmet but pro choice” educa- 
tional effort that the AMA has main- 
tained for many years. I've made such 
a proposal at several informal indus- 
try gatherings and formally to offi- 
cers of the MIC. As far as I'm con- 
cerned, it's still on the table, and it 
would be a way for the industry to 
maintain its strong “pro safety” posi- 
tion without risking controversy and 
condemnation by its own customers.

Thank you for contacting me con- 
cerning S.7, the Desert Protection Act 
of 1987, as introduced by Senator 
Alan Cranston. 

This bill would designate 4.5 mil- 
lion acres of Bureau of Land Man- 
agement (BLM) lands as wilderness. 
It would transfer certain BLM lands 


v 








to the National Park Service, creating 
the Mojave National Park. It would 
also expand two National Monu- 
ments, Death Valley and Joshua Tree, 
and redesignate them as National 
Parks. 

As you may know, the Federal 
Land Management Policy Act of 1976 
directed the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment (BLM) to submit recommenda- 
tions to Congress regarding how much 
BLM land should be added to the 
nation’s wilderness area system. Al- 
though these recommendations are 
not required under the FLMPA until 
1991, it is my understanding that 
BLM has been working diligently on 
these recommendations and hopes to 
forward them to Congress in a year or 
so. 

Inasmuch as the bulk of Senator 
Cranston's legislation deals with pro- 
posed BLM wilderness area additions 
in the California desert, I am reserv- 
ing judgment on the Cranston bill 
until the BLM has had an opportun- 
ity to make its own recommendations 
to Congress. Additionally, I am very 
interested in hearing from all poten- 
tially affected parties апа particu- 
larly appreciate knowing your views. 

Again, thank you for expressing 
your interest. It was good hearing 
from you.

Johnson, Holland top 
Gatorback opener

GAINESVILLE, FL, MAR. | 


““Т want to be the best motorcycle racer who 
ever lived!" exclaimed Honda’s Rick Johnson 
after his 1-1 clean sweep at the 1987 National 
motocross season opener at Gatorback Cycle 


Park. ‘‘You have to have goals 
and know what you want out 
of life, and I want to be the 
best." 

Johnson, who won the 250cc class, 
shared the winner's circle with 125cc 
winner George Holland, the Suzuki 


factory rider who also won the 125cc 
class at Gatorback last year. Hol- 
land's 2-2 did the trick, putting him 
ahead of moto winners Rick Ryan 
and Larry Brooks, who posted less 
competitive finishes in their other 
races. 

The key word for the day was 





"wet," as monsoon-type rains moved 
into the Gainesville area Sunday 
morning. Gatorback was drenched 
and flooded in low areas when the 
rain subsided by late morning. 

Practice went off on schedule with 
riders hunting for tractionable lines 
around the course, which was laid 
out in an old granite quarry. Some of 
the water was running off in high 
areas, while in other spots there was 
no clean route through. 

AMA referee Freddie Ephrem had 
course workers revamp the first turn 
before the first moto, moving tires to 
makea wider area. Ephrem also close- 
ly monitored the start gate area, as 
many riders and mechanics were dig- 
ging in and around the slop to make 
for an advantageous getaway. 

"We'll be watching you today," 
said Ephrem to all riders. “Anyone 
who tries to jump over the start gate 


or ride on the sides of the track will be , 


penalized a lap.” 

As in recent years, the National 
Championship MX Series will con- 
sist of 12 events, six of them 250 and 
six on 500cc machines. The 125cc Na- 
tional class will run at all 12 races. 
The Dunlop/Spectro/Scott sponsored 
event at Gainesville drew a big crowd 
of over 8000 spectators. 


250cc National 

Yamaha's Keith Bowen found the 
right combination of clutch and 
throttle to lead the pack off the line in 
the season's first National start. He 
hooked up on the inside into the left- 
hander and made his way out front 
followed by Yamaha rider Brian Man- 
ley, Kawasaki-mounted Mickey Kess- 
ler and Johnson. 

Broc Glover was telling friends 
that he thought his luck would change 
at Gainesville, but it wasn't to be. 
Glover got his factory Yamaha snarled 
up in the first turn, and was forced to 
start the race last. 

Johnson gained his composure and 
within three laps, he had pulled 
within sight of Bowen. Kessler fell a 
bit off the pace, and as the pack began 
to string out, one could see Ron 
Lechien on the move. Kawasaki team- 





sters Lechien and Jeff Ward were 
coming up through traffic, working 
into the pace of the front-runners. 

Bowen was on the gas. Despite 
pressure from Johnson, Bowen stayed 
on consistent lines to hold the lead. 
The Yamaha rider finally bobbled 
and went into a swapper coming out 
of the gravel pit section of the course. 
At that point Johnson cut an inside 
line and used a jump to catapult past 
Bowen for the lead. 

Near the halfway point, it was 
Johnson leading Bowen, then fol- 
lowed Lechien, Manley, Yamaha rider 
Jeff Stanton, Ward and Billy Frank 
on a Yamaha. Ward, riding in spite 
of a cracked bone in his ankle, was 
staying on the pace. 

Suzuki's Johnny O'Mara had been 
riding at midpack, trying to save 
what was left of his damaged left 
knee. “1 don't even know why I was 
riding,” said O'Mara after packing it 
in for the day. “I’m getting my knee 
scoped early next week and the doc- 
tors will see what they can do to get 
me back on track.” 

While Johnson pulled into a com- 
fortable lead, Lechien closed the gap 
on Bowen. Stanton was alone in 
fourth after Manley dropped back 
with problems. Ward was fifth. 

Near the end of the race Johnson 
had a close call with some lapped 
riders, and lost his visor in the shuf- 
fle. “1 didn't know the thing was 
missing, or I probably would have 
held my hand up there,” said John- 
son. *'I bet I looked like a geek with 
that thing missing. 

Visor or not, Johnson rode like a 
rocket to the finish. Lechien grabbed 
second when he jammed inside of 
Bowen just past the announcer's tower 
into the pit. Stanton and Ward re- 
mained 4-5, with sixth going to Suzu- 
ki's Bob Hannah, who rode strong 
and moved up through the field the 
entire race. 

Johnson moved fast off the start of 
moto two and took the inside line to 
lead for good after the first turn. 
Bowen posted another fine start and 
gated second followed by Glover, 
Lechien, Ward and Suzuki support

Johnson managed to put some dis- 
tance on Bowen, while Lechien and 
Ward diced competitively for third. 
Glover, Frisz and Hannah were clus- 
tered in the 5-6-7 positions. 

Ward got the best of Lechien for 
third, and within a few circuits, 
Lechien had Hannah to worry about. 
The "Hurricane" was cutting two 
anda half seconds a lap off Lechien's 
time, but that seemed to be enough to 
kick in Lechien's afterburners. He 
got back on the gas and held off 
Hannah for fourth. 

Johnson maintained his constant 
speed to win easily, and punched a 
victory fist into the air off the final 
jump. Bowen held second for second 
overall followed by Ward, Lechien 
and Hannah. Kawasaki-mounted 
JoJo Keller, Canadian Yamaha rider 
Ross Pederson and Frisz rounded out 
the top eight. 

“The only problem I had was that 
my grip almost came off,” said John- 
son. *I was holding on pretty care- 
fully and it held together. 

"T really think Keith will bea con- 
tender this year. Some of the older 
guys aren't here (competitive) right 
now, and the younger guys are coming 





up to take their place." 


“Гуе been working with Gary Bai- 
ley the past two weeks and it really 
helped," said Bowen. “I never got 
good starts before, and today I hole- 
shot my qualifier and the first moto. 
I've been riding down in Florida this 
winter, and it's a lot rougher than the 
California tracks are. I'm ready to go 
for it the rest of the season." 


125cc National 

Rick Ryan launched his Honda 
into the lead with an inside line in 
moto one. Suzuki's Donnie Schmit 
and Honda's Micky Dymond, the 
reigning champ, were 2-3. 

Suzuki's Erik Kehoe and Ronnie 
Tichenor were victims of first lap 
crashes. Both had to start their charge 
from the back. On lap two their team- 
mate, Keith Turpin, also tumbled 
and had to work up from the rear. 

By the halfway point, Ryan had a 
four second lead on Schmit. Dymond 
maintained third with Yamaha's Jeff 
Leisk in fourth. Then the battle be- 
tween Schmit and Dymond pushed 
them within range of Ryan. The 
three ran in a cluster, while Holland 
worked up into the field to fifth. A 
circuit later Holland got under Leisk 
for fourth. 

With five minutes remaining, Hol- 
land took advantage of his acceler- 








ated pace on the high, back section of 
the course and passed Dymond for 
third. Holland also nipped his team- 
mate, Schmit, before the checkered 
flag. 

Ryan won the mofb with a 12-sec- 
ond lead. Holland, Schmit, Dymond, 
Leisk, Honda rider Larry Brooks, 
Cagiva’s Mike Healey and Honda 
support. rider Guy Cooper claimed 
second through eighth place slots. 


It was Brooks all the way with a 
fantastic ride in moto two. He worked 
into the lead early in the race fol- 
lowed by Cooper, Schmit, Holland, 
Honda rider Dean Matson and Leisk. 

Holland moved quickly this time 
out. He stuffed inside of Schmit 
through a left-hand turn and both 
riders lost momentum. Holland got 
back on the gas first for third. 

By the midway point in the race 
Brooks had a four second lead over 
Cooper, Holland, Schmit and Leisk. 
Byran took sixth away from Matson, 
but Dean climbed back on top of 
Ricky through the series of jumps in 
the front spectator area. 

Brooks was ecstatic when he took 
the checkers to win the moto. Hol- 
land found a way around Cooper for 
second with Schmit taking fourth. 
Leisk was fifth, and Kehoe moved up 
in the late stages of the moto for 





sixth. Kawasaki's Eddie Warren took 
seventh over Ryan, and Dymond post- 
ed ninth. 

“I need to work on my starts, but I 
think I'm ready to win a bunch of 
motos this year," said overall winner 
Holland. ''T'll take the win today and 
count it towards the '87 125cc Cham- 
pionship, because that's what I'm 
after." e

“Maybe it’s time

If things go according to his plan, 1987 will 
be a very big year for Team Honda’s Wayne 


Rainey. 


The 27-year-old will get married in 


late Матсһ, will ride his first dirt track in 


over a year in May, and will 
wrap up the AMA/Camel Pro 
Series Superbike Champion- 
ship on August 30. But Rainey 
has seen what can happen when the 
plan fails. 

In 1986, the plan was to attack the 
AMA road race schedule like it had 
never before been attacked. In addi- 
tion to a Honda VFR750 for the 
Superbike wars, Rainey was armed 
with an RS500 two-stroke for an all- 
out attack on the Formula One class. 
And with the way the system worked 
in 1986, he would be able to take his 
best finish from any given weekend 
and apply it toward the overall AMA/ 
Camel Pro Road Racing Champion- 
ship. It was a no-lose situation that 
exploded in Rainey's face. 

When Rainey looks for answers to 
the question of what happened in 
1986, he points directly to his dis- 
qualification at the Sears Point round 
of the championship series on May 
18. Rainey and Suzuki's Kevin 
Schwantz were penalized a lap when 
found guilty of passing lapped riders 
under a waving yellow flag during 
the Superbike final, allowing third- 
place Fred Merkel to take the win. 
Rainey, like Schwantz, claimed that 
it would have been more dangerous 
not to pass the lappers since the two 
front-running factory riders were rac- 
ing at much greater speeds, but AMA 
officials disagreed. 

Rainey critics, however, quickly 
point to his Mid-Ohio crash as the 
reason for his not taking the title. 
Rainey led early, but tire problems 
caused him to fade. Merkel passed, 
and Rainey crashed. Second place at 
Mid-Ohio would have given Rainey 
the crown. Despite winning six 
Superbike races in 1986, Rainey lost 
the title to Merkel by two points and 
the loss still hurts. 

“The political side was a real dis- 
Rainey said. “But as 
far as my racing went I was pleased 
with what my team and I did last 
year. I had some bad luck and some 
calls that went against me and it cost 
me the championship; Merkel lucked 
into it because of those calls. 

"But hell, you've got to forget 
about it. I dwelled on it for most of 
the year last year. You can't just have 
a race taken away from you after 
you've won it. With it only being a 
nine-race series, there weren't a lot of 
races to come back on. It was tough to 
forget about, but it's all behind me 
now. You learn from these kinds of 
things that not everybody you work 
with is professional." 

Rainey has put last season behind 
him as he prepares for the upcoming 
championship battle. The Honda fac- 
tory star has been working on his 
home in: Downey, California, a Los 
Angeles suburb. Rainey purchased 


the home a year ago; it's not a huge, 
overdone mansion, just a clean, single- 
family dwelling in a nice Downey 
neighborhood. Rainey also has been 
riding his motocross bikes (two 
CR500s), preparing his 1987 pro- 


gram and getting ready fora wedding 
— his own. 





"I've known Shae since she was 12- 
years-old,” Rainey said of the girl he 
will marry on March 28. “I waited 
until she was old enough and then I 
started dating her when she was 18.” 

A few things have changed in 
Rainey's program for 1987. This year 
he will try the "keep it simple" 
method. For one, there won't be the 
hopscotch-plan of jumping back and 
forth from the two-stroke 500 class to 
the four-stroke 750 division. The rac- 
ing will be Superbike only in 1987. 

“T really will miss riding the 500 
this year," Rainey said. “That thing 
taught me the most last year; it was 
the hardest bike to ride. I could jump 
on the Superbike, after not riding it, 
and five laps later would have fast 
time. The 500 was different. If I just 
rode the 500 I could have gone faster, 
but Honda's main thing was to win 
the Superbike championship and they 
compromised with me by letting me 
ride the 500. Not being able to ride it 
this year is going to be tough. To go 
to Europe I'm going to need more 
time on опе.” 

Ah, the lure of Europe. Rainey, not 
unlike most talented road racers, 
wants a shot at the big time, the 
Grands Prix. And he is planning on 
taking that shot in 1988. He's been 
there before, riding in the 250cc class 
in 1984. 

“I want to go next year," he said. “1 
feel I've got to go over there and do it 
because now's the time. I feel I'm 
ready for it and I don't know what 
American racing is doing. It's chang- 
ing so much every year, but I want to 
go over there and race against Eddie 
(Lawson) and Freddie (Spencer) and 
the (Wayne) Gardners. That's where 


the best bikes are and that's where (Һе... 


fastest race tracks are and that's where 
the best in the world race. That's 
where I want to go."

Backing up to 1987, however, will 
see Rainey make another switch. After 
extensive tire testing at Daytona in 
December, Rainey decided that he 
will use Dunlop tires on his Honda 
Superbike instead of the Michelins 
he used last year. 

“(At the Daytona test) Dunlop had 
a lot of different stuff that I got to try 
and then they changed the stuff that I 





didn't like, to where I did like it," he 
said. “І like the profile of the front 
tire now and the back tire is going to 
be a little different than it was in our 
December tests, but I went faster on 
it. I like the Dunlop because when it 
starts to spin you know about it 
instead of it just being automatically 
sideways. It gives you a little more 
warning than the Michelin did. They

changed things and it made my rid- 
ing easier." 

Rainey was joined at the December 
tests by three-time World Champion 
Spencer and Rainey's Superbike 
teammate and good friend Bubba 
Shobert. Spencer had the 1986 500cc 
V-four Grand Prix bike at the Florida 
facility and Rainey got a chance to 
ride it. 

“That wasn't what I thought it 
would be," Rainey said. “It didn't 
feel nearly as fast as what I thought it 
should be, but I guess you always 
expect a lot more than what you 
really get as far as acceleration goes 
on a motorcycle. Compared to the 
500 I rode last year, the thing turned 
better and when it accelerated it spun 
the wheel real easy and when it spun 
the wheel it would wheelie at the 
same time. It had good power, but I 
couldn't believe how smooth it was 
on the banks and on the straightaway. 

“I thought I would have big eyes 
but it wasn't like that at all. It was 
actually a lot of fun to ride. I was 
surprised, it was a lot different feel- 
ing than I thought it would be. It's a 
very good bike." 

Rainey may not get “big eyes" 
from his newly-formed dirt track pro- 
gram either, but he's hoping for a 
fatter wallet. Rainey, like defending 
National Dirt Track Champion Sho- 
bert, will ride the nine AMA/Camel 
Pro dirt track events on the schedule, 
in addition to the nine Camel Pro 
road races. 

“I really am looking forward to 
doing the dirt tracks,” he said. “When 
you look at the schedule it lures you 
in there. There is a lot of Camel 
money and my roots are in dirt track. 
Being a nine-race series and having 
Rob Muzzy working on it, I think 
we've got a real good chance of doing 
well. Гат going to put together the 
best privateer team I possibly can and 
I want it to look real good so my 
sponsors are happy. I got some good 
results on the miles before and I think 
the dirt tracking will keep me sharp 
and strong." 

What Rainey really wants, how- 
ever, is that second Superbike cham- 
pionship to add to his 1983 title. He 
has set his sights on the title and the 
racing starts, as usual, with Daytona. 
His biggest obstacle at the Florida 
event is Spencer, but Rainey knows 
that the former World Champion 
won't be a factor for the champion- 
ship. 

Spencer will be aboard a special 
Honda Superbike that has been 











shipped to the company's U.S. head- 
quarters from Honda Racing in 
Japan. Will Rainey's motorcycle be 
the same? 

"Not quite," Rainey said while 
laughing. “I looked at his bike today 
when I was down there (at Honda's 
race shop). It just happened to be 
there when I dropped off my golf 
clubs and there area few things that 
are on there that aren't on mine. I 
don't know why. I heard I'm not 
going to get the same stuff, but maybe 
they want to make sure Freddie Spen- 
cer wins. He's three-time World 
Champion, so let's race on the same 
stuff, but maybe there are new things 
that we'll get later on in the year. 

“Who knows? Yes, there are a few 
things that are different, but that's

okay. Who knows if they are going to 
work or not? I have confidence in my 
bike and I know it will go 200 miles. I 
haven't seen this new thing on the 
track yet, but I guess I'll find out 
down there. If it's got 10 mph on me 
then I might bea little worried about 
it 

Rainey says Spencer will be the 
man to beat at Daytona, but what 
about the rest of the season? 

“Га have to say probably Kevin 
(Schwantz), Bubba (Shobert) and 
(Satoshi) Tsujimoto because they've 
got the best bikes,” he said. "We're all 
on factory bikes and those are the 
guysI'm going to have to beat. I don't 
know if Jimbo's (Jimmy Filice) 
Yamaha is going to be better than it 
was last year or not. 

“T feel the guys on the factory bikes 
are the guys I have to beat. Tsujimoto 
will have to figure things out because 
it will be his first time at the tracks, 
but he goes real good. At Daytona last 
year I didn’t know who he was, but I 
got behind him a few times and he’s 
real smooth. He's aggressive, but he’s 
smooth. Kevin knows the tracks now 
and I think he'll be in there. 

“We have a pretty good shot at it 
this year. The bikes are good and my 
team is good and I feel real good. The 
testing went good down there. We 
dida lot of tire testing so we didn't get 
a chance to really concentrate on any 
particular tires, but we should be 
right in there." 

The circuit will change venues this 
year from Pocono to Portland, and a 
new track tentatively has been added 
in Memphis. Rainey raced in Port- 
land in 1983, and said he has few 
problems with any of thetracks in the 
series. 

"I like them all really," Rainey 
said. “They are all real challenging 
to me and they've all got their good 
and bad points. I like Laguna Seca 
because it's in California and my 
family doesn't get to see me race 
much anymore, so that's a good one 
for them to go up for. I enjoy racing 
at Laguna Seca more than the others. 

“The track that needs work is 
Loudon, New Hampshire. They've 
got too many boulders if you miss a 
turn (Rainey crashed in 1985 at Lou- 
don, hita rock and crushed his elbow). 
But I like Loudon's layout. It's prob- 
ably one of the funnest tracks to ride 
because you've got to work hard and 
it'sa dirt trackers track. You've got to 
slide the bike around a lot and you're 
not going real fast, but if you screw 
up and go off the track then you're in 
trouble. It needs some refurbishing.” 

Part of Rainey's off-season train- 
ing has been aimed at better concen- 
tration. He claims that late in some 
races in 1986, he lost concentration 
and it's something that he has been 
working on. 

“When you get a lead, your mind 
tends to wander, (especially)if you've 
got a 10-second lead or something," 
he said. ““Үои start losing concentra- 
tion. I don't think this year will be 
like it was last year. I won't have 10- 
second leads. So I've improved on 
(concentration). When I ride (moto- 
cross bikes) by myself, I take a friend 
with me to take lap times and my 
times have picked up over a long 
moto. The laps are all pretty close 
where before my lap times would fall 
off at the end of the race. Now I'm 
able to concentrate better at the end of 
the race. That will be better when I 
have competition with me.” 

As an overall perspective on the 
upcoming season, Rainey's outlook 
is similar to the outlook of the owner 
of the local Los Angeles Raiders. As 
Al Davis says, “Just win, baby." 

“There is a lot of money to be made 
and I want to win some dirt tracks 
and I want to win the Superbike 
title,” Rainey said. “I guess, I just 
want to win a lot of things” е

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The return of Fast 
Freddie Spencer

Arguably the world's most naturally tal- 
ented rider, Freddie Spencer is also a natural 
enigma. Double World Champion in 1985, 
he then virtually disappeared, nursing an 


arcane and to some, implausi- 
ble wrist injury. 

Now he's coming back, re- 
born and recharged. 

When Spencer pulled out of the 
opening GP of 1986, having already 
failed to show up at Daytona, he did 
more than abort his defense of his 
500cc World Championship crown. 
He also robbed the 500cc class of its 
king. 

Racing didn't really know how to 
react. Always rather hard to under- 
stand, Spencer had become very re- 
mote in his double-championship 
season of 1985. What had happened 
now? 

It was certainly a crisis point in a 
shining career that led from minibikes 
at the age of six to the first of three 
World Championship titles at 21. In 
1986, the Spencer Express ran right 
off the rails. 

By year-end, however, Spencer had 
turned a corner. He had undergone 
what he said was successful surgery 


that was brought about by tendinitis, 


and a median nerve that he says was 





four or five times too large and when 
his tendons swelled up and pinched 
that nerve they cut off the circulation 
to his hand. He had been out on a 
race bike and tests had gone well. 
Spencer was feeling very positive and 
aggressive... Freddie's train 
was rolling again. 

Or was this just another smoke 
screen? We had to go to Shreveport, 
Louisiana, to find out. 

We hadn't known what to expect 
when we finally got there. There was 
even a lingering fear that perhaps 
Freddie wouldn't turn up. He'd done 
worse to Honda before today. 

It had certainly taken protracted 
negotiation with his intermediates to 
arrange the interview. While appar- 
ently eager to put the record straight, 
he had also asked for a list of ques- 
tions in advance, and further that his 
full answers should be printed in 
question-and-answer format. 

When we arrived at his designer- 
decorated town house, we were cour- 
teously met by Freddie Revived, in a 
talkative and even jaunty mood. He 
hustled us straight into his new Fer- 








rari Mondial, and we went for a 95 
mph spin around the new upper class 
suburbs of Shreveport, and then he 
began to talk — about his disappoint- 
ments, his difficulties, and the 
strength of his new hopes. 

Inevitably, we departed from the 
script (and inevitably we were forced 
to condense his answers), as he spoke 
with unprecedented frankness. 

But he told it all in a positive turn 
of voice, speaking as a man who had 
broken, mental as well as physical 
barriers, and whose urge to win has 
returned as strongly as ever it's been. 

Freddie's early test sessions at Wil- 
low Springs and Daytona had gone 
well, and he had been to Surfers' Para- 
dise in Australia and Suzuka in Japan 
for further successful tests of the '87 
bike. 

'The Lions of 1986— Lawson, Gard- 

ner, Mamola et al, be warned. Freddie 
Spencer is coming back hungry. 
Freddie, your return to racing is cer- 
tainly exciting news. Can you tell us 
how it felt to get back on a racing 
bike. 
At Willow Springs, I sure was appre- 
hensive, because I wanted to come 
back, and of course didn't want the 
wrist problem to recur. But I was also 
confident that we'd be allowed the 
proper amount of time. 

I rode a superbike, and it (wrist) 
was a little tight in the beginning, 
but it really loosened up well, and it 
was fine. The more I rode, the better 
it got. 

There was never a confidence prob- 
lem. Racing is second nature — it's 
like walking. I never am really con- 
cerned about my talent. That's God- 
given. And it's something I've devel- 
oped. From the time I was six years 
old, I'd ride two or three hours every 
day. Every single day. Day in, day 
out: cold, rain, sleet — no matter 
what. I did that until I was 13 or 14. 
There's no telling how many thou- 
sands of miles or laps. 

It was only the wrist — woulda lot 
of questions about the injury, and 
how long I stayed away — but it was 
either give it the time, or my racing 
career was most likely over. And my 
career is more important to me than 
taking the chance. 

I'veridden with broken bones — in 
Spain and Silverstone in 1985, and 
I've cut a plaster cast off to race, back 
in the States. Something like that, 
when you can tape it up and still ride 
— Гуе dealt with the pain. But when 
it's a nerve or a circulation problem 
...it'slike if your leg goes to sleep, 
no matter how bad you want to get 
upand walk, you have to wait for it to 
wake back up. 

When you rode the '86 GP bike, were 
you able to discover any faults as 
revealed by Wayne Gardner, and any 
cures for them? 

Pretty much the same problems that 
we've always had. I didn't have any 
less of a problem in 1985 when I won 
the World Championship . . . : 

The Honda has a problem the way 
it was designed with a single crank 
—mainly flywheel inertia. The Yamaha 
with the twin-cylinder crankshafts is 
thinner; the mass — the inertia is 
more in the middle. The Yamaha 
steers better, and that's that. It's more 
forgiving. 

The way that you deal with it is 


~ that you have to overcome it. If not, 


you don't win. You can complain 
about it all day long, but the only 
way you can solve that problem is by 
making handling changes or what- 
ever. Of course, I'd prefer it to be eas- 
ier to steer. Hopefully this next year it 
will be. But you have to work with 
the factory, and you have to work 
with what you have. 


Would you like Honda to make a 
twin-crank engine? 
Well, I think there’s ways of getting 





around it; ways they can stay with 
their basic design — I really can’t get 
into that. 

You’d have to shorten and lighten 
the crank. 

Or you have to counteract the iner- 
tia... equal it out in some way. 
[Freddie was reluctant to be drawn, 
but some details have emerged since 
of the '87 Honda. It is very different, 
with carburetors now between the 
vee, and one pair of pipes running 
rearward through the seat, as-with 
the Yamaha. Current speculation cen- 
ters on either a twin-crank design; or 
a widened vee, perhaps with some 
sort of contra-rotating device to 
counteract the crankshaft effects.] 
Talking of Gardener at the start of 
1986, you told me the powerband was 
“too soft," and Gardner felt it was 
“too savage." Can you explain this 
contradiction? 

I think a lot of the difference is in 
riding style. It depends on how hard 
you turn the throttle. If your corner 
speed is not up, you have to run the 
throttle a lot faster. 

Anything that weighs 256 pounds 
with 150 horsepower is going to be 
savage. That's simple to understand. 
You have to compensate — either by 
corner speed, or engine speed, or how 
fast you turn the throttle, and by dif- 
ferent engine combinations. It de- 
pends what you like. 

Is there any residual weakness with 
your wrist? Would you tell us ifthere 
were? 

I can only tell you exactly what the 
doctors tell me. I have to be very care- 
ful, I have to keep the strength up in 
my forearm and my wrist, in case the 
tendinitis might flare up. 

After surgery, I was told that if it 
didn't heal properly, I might never 
race again. There is always that chance 
that it will come back to haunt me. 
All I can do is prepare for it the best I 
can, by strengthening that hand. 
How would you. describe your rela- 
tions with HRC at the moment?  , 
Really good. I'll be just HRC-spon- 
sored this year. They're looking for- 
ward to getting everything ready to 
test, and to coming back and win- 
ning the World Championship. They 
want to win that very much. 

How do you feel about cigarette or 
“unhealthy” sponsors? 

I think that any sponsorship is good 
for the sport. There is money that is 
required to organize and to run a 
team. It's very important for the pro- 
fessionalism, from the marketing.and 
PR standpoint that there is that or- 
ganization. It’s strictly a business, 
80% 

I would like to see a more diversi- 
fied group of companies involved 
because of the advertising limitations 
put on cigarette sponsors. I think 
that in a lot of countries this will get 
more severe. Personally, I don't smoke. 
Of course I'd prefer — and I don't 
mean this in any way putting down 
the cigarette companies or anybody 
that smokes — to represent what I 
believe in. Soft drinks, or whatever. 
Most of the other GP riders have 
plenty to say about you. What are 
your feelings towards them? 
Anytime you'reon top; anytime.you're 
the guy to beat, everybody's gonna be 
gunning for you. That's just the way 
it is. 

I was brought up in a Southern 
Baptist environment where if you 
didn't have anything good to say 
about somebody, not to say anything 
at all. I've always wanted to remain 
the same person, no matter how suc- 
cessful I was to become. And that's 
pretty much how it's been. I view 
Freddie as Freddie. 

At the races, I'm private — I've 
always been shy — bui I'm also doing 
my job. Racing is my profession. I'm 
probably not that much of an enthu- 
siast because I’ve been doing it since I 


was six years old, so I didn't grow up 
and have that choice of loving motor- 
cycles and then starting to ride. 

I'm not saying I don't enjoy racing: 
It brings mea tremendous amount of 
satisfaction. But I'm not in love with 
it. It’s my job. 

AndI'ma perfectionist. I found the 
double championship really satisfy- 
ing, because so many people had said 
I was crazy to do it. 

I'm just trying to give you a little 
insight into my views towards rac- 
ing, and probably why I am a little 
different. This has nothing to do 
with my views towards the other rid- 
ers, because I respect them. To get to 
the level that we are, you have to sac- 
rificea great deal. I know I have. You 
sacrifice your body, and you sacrifice 
your time, and you put a lot of stress 
and strain on all the people around 
you that care about you. 

The only way I view other riders is 
from an ability standpoint. And that's 
where the respect comes from. 

Who do you most respect? 

Kenny Roberts — because of the bat- 
tles we've had, and how we raised 
each other's riding. He is the only 
rider who has ever pushed me to that 
limit of performance. Nineteen- 
eighty-three was an incredible year. 

I respect riders for different rea- 
sons: Carlos Lavado (250cc World 
Champion) because of his effort. He'd 
go out every week, and give 10075; 
Eddie Lawson because he knows his 
ability, and he's consistent. 

We suppose 1987 will be much the 
same as before: the person who drifts 
the best will be the fastest. Can you 
tell us something about the tail- 
sliding technique? 

I don't believe you'ré going to see 
much steering with the rear wheel in 
the future. A lot of that is to do with 
the machine. When I started the World 
Championship on the three-cylinder, 


the four-cylinder bikes were maybe 
10 miles-per-hour faster on the 
straightaway. The only way I could 








stay up with Kenny and those guys 
was with corner speed and exit speed. 
And the bike was very peaky, so it 
would spin the tire really easily. Be- 
cause it didn't havea lot of weight on 
the front, I had to learn to steer it with 
the rear end. 

That comes a little bit from dirt 
tracks, and it also comes from the 
power. From 1981 to 1986 the bikes 
probably went up 40 or 45 horsepower, 
maybe even a little more; but the tire 
technology stayed pretty much con- 
sistent. 

You had to adapt. For instance in 
1983 Kenny and I both knew that our 
tires would only work a certain 
amount of the race, and after that it 
was just whoever adapted. That's 
why it was incredible that sometimes 





our fastest laps were at the end of the 
race. There were a lot of times when 
we were just hanging on, lap after 
lap, every turn right on the edge. The 
suspension would go away, and the 
tires. Now, the bikes are handling 
better, and radial tires are better. 
"That's why I don't think you'll see 
rear wheel steering as much. The tire 
technology has caught up to the horse- 
power, and there probably won't be 
the same big gains in power. Radials 
have so much bite that they don't give 
like the old bias-belt tires — they're 
not as forgiving, and you don't have 
that feel. 
So it has become more dangerous to 
slide. 
Exactly. You don't have that room 
for error. 


‘Eddie Lawson has told us that he 


thinks braking is your weak point, 
and that you get flustered under ge 
sure. Is that fair comment? 

I can't remember us racing against 
each other, except one time at Kya- 
lami in '84. Phew. You know: what is 
‘flustered under pressure?' I . . . really 
don't have a comment on that. I 
think we should go back to the record. 
That's really what we should be 
judged by. 

We've raced the same number of 
seasons, because you really can't count 
1986; Гуе raced less races than him in 
the 500cc class, and won 22..He's won 
10 or 11, or something like that. 
[Freddie is obviously not devoted to 


'poring over records. His own total is 


28, and Lawson's actually 14.] 
You'veobviously made a lot of money 
out of racing. You have property and 
other business interests. How impor- 
tant is racing to you as a money- 
earner; and where does the bulk of 
your income come from? 
I'm not racing because of the money. 
One of the standards that I live by is: 
never forget what got you there... 
and that is hard work and effort. If 
you petform well, the money and the 
glory comes. So that's an after-fact. 
iste: Irace to make a living and 
I'm making a very good living. 

I've invested in businesses like real 
estate, that don't require my man- 
agement energies, because most of 
my time is devoted to racing. That's 
all for the future. 

What about your psychological 
makeup. You're obviously pretty de- 
termined. Do you get a big kick out of 
winning? Do you need to win? 
Yeah. I believe that is something you 
are born with, or you develop over a 
period of years. 

Over this past year, not racing, I've 





had the opportunity to look back, 
and to look at myself and see why I go 
out and race, and what I enjoy about 
it. What drives me. 

I still don't totally understand it. I 
just know it's something that I need 
to do. I enjoy it. I get tremendous 
satisfaction. And if Ishow up, I want 
to win. 

What other ambition do you have? 
One thing I enjoy is being involved 
in the growth of the sport. Here in the 
U.S.A., L would like to see it get more 
exposure, and to be involved with the 
management — the image and the 
marketing. 

We were once told that you planned a 
future in politics. Is this true? 

Well I'm involved a little with the 
gubernatorial campaign of a gentle- 
man running right now for the State 
of Louisiana — Buddy Romer. I 
want to help our State as much as I 


ean. I'm involved with local chari- 


ties, younger groups, and I'm-on an 
executive committee of a group 
against drugs . . . talking to schools 
and things like that. 

As for myself — well, if it got to the 
point where I had the ability to help 
the people through my influence, I 
might consider it. But that's a long 
way down the road. 

Your absence from racing in 1986 
must have been a very unhappy time 
for you. How did you actually spend 
the time — do you find it easy to 
relax? 

It was hard, because of the apprehen- 
sion. You always think that if you 
had the time, you'd relax — lay on 
the beach, look at the girls. But when 
you actually have the time, you're 
going: "God, I can't wait to get back. 
I can't take all this free time." It's 
Catch 22. 

What is the proudest moment of your 
very long career? 

I've been fortunate — there are a lot 
of moments that I cherish. Probably 
my first World Championship title 
— going down to the last race, and 
only being separated by a couple of 
points. That is one that stands out 
more and more all the time, because 
of the total effort involved, and the 
way the people responded after it was 
all over. It was an incredible moment. 
The worst? 

When I had to pull off the race track 
in Spain last year. That's the worst 
moment in any athlete's career — 
when you're dealing with your mor- 
tality, and the fact that you don't 
have control over your own destiny. 
Something hits you and says: 'Wel- 
come to the human race.’ e

Dateline: Daytona, February 25 
Spencer fastest, 
says wristis OK

He is the consensus favorite to win the Day- 
tona 200 and, yet, he hasn’t finished a race 
since August of '85. He will, no doubt, sit on 
the pole position for the 200 with a new 


qualifying record and set a blis- 
tering early pace. Still, many 
will be skeptical about where 
he'll be at the end. He has won 
three World Championships and at 
the tender age of 25 had to prove him- 
self again. He is, of course, Freddie 
Spencer and in his mind, at least, all 
doubts were erased at a test session in 
mid-February at the Surfer's Paradise 
race track in eastern Australia. 

“I did 42 laps in a row. That's a 
Grand Prix. We filled it up and ran it 
like a GP race. 

“Апа it was hot. It was so hot that I 
gotasunburn on my face through my 
dark shield. The ground was over 120 
(degrees Fahrenheit). When I did those 
42 laps I said, ‘If I survive this I'll 
survive anything. It was so hot that 
after four or five laps the tire stopped 
working and the race track is so abra- 
sive and bumpy. We did everything 
we wanted to do. And at the very end 





we did the whole race to see how the 
new bike would stand up to it." He 
paused for a second then added, “Апа 
of course my wrist. We put it through 
the test and we never had any trouble." 

Spencer discovered tendinitis in 
his right wrist at the 1986 Spanish 
Grand Prix, the first World Cham- 
pionship round, after having skipped 
Daytona for other reasons. He tried to 
allow it to heal by itself before suc- 
cumbing to surgery after failing to 
finish in Austria in June. Originally, 
he had thought that he would be able 
to return for the last few Grands Prix 
and did, in fact, practice for an inter- 
national event in Japan in the fall. 
But he later withdrew from the race 
and didn't ride again until he tested 
in California and Daytona in Decem- 
ber. Those sessions convinced him he 
was race-ready and the tests in Aus- 
tralia confirmed it. 

“I was doing 1:12.20s in testing 
and Niall (MacKenzie, Spencer's new 











teammate) ran 12.60 and 12.70s. Rob _ 


McElnea ran something like 13.20 to 
qualify in the Swann Series race 
down there. And in the 42-lap test 
every lap was in the low 13s. I never 
varied more than two or three-tenths 
of a second. Testing is the most diffi- 
cult thing because you’re out there all 
alone. I went out and pushed it hard, 
but it’s not race time. If it was going 
to flare up, it would have flared up 
down there. In people’s minds you 
have to prove it to them." 

Among the skeptical, who must 
now be convinced, was Spencer's for- 
mer Rothmans' teammate Wayne 
Gardner. Testing at Surfer's Paradise 
the week after Spencer and MacKen- 
zie, Gardner was running in the mid- 
12s before crashing and hurting his 
ankle. Last year he crashed twice 
there in three days and destroyed one 
motorcycle. 

Gardner and Spencer, along with 
MacKenzie and Gardner's Rothmans* 
teammates Yatsushiro Shunji and 
Roger Burnett will all be on the 
updated NSR-500 and Spencer, for 
one, is encouraged by the testing. 

“The '87 bike is going to be all 
right. Probably the main difference is 
just steering. It just steers lighter. It's 
pretty much ready. The stuff is really 
just beefed up. I think we're going to 
be able to use the 17-inch tires and 
we've narrowed down the difference 
to what I liked about the 16 and what 
I disliked about the 17. Everybody is 
running 16s and I wanted to run the 

l7s and Michelin's going to have 
some." 

Spencer added that the engine con- 
tinues to be a single-crank design, 
but other changes make it more rid- 
able. Recent photos of the machine 
taken during the Australian test show 
a change in the placement of the car- 
buretors to a spot in between the V of 
the cylinders, instead of behind the 
rear cylinders. 

'The machine Spencer will be rid- 
ing at Daytona will also bea V-4, but 
it will be a VFR-750 prepared by 
HRC in Japan. 

"It's Bubba's spare," he said after 
the first of two days of testing the 
week before Daytona Cycle Week. 
"It's the bike I rode down here in 
December that basically just has new 
parts on it. They shipped it back to 
HRC and they set it up to my specs: 
the way I ike the bike cambered as far 
as the trail and things like that. But 
it'll be Bubba's spare when I get 
through with it. Wayne has two bikes 
and Bubba has one because I have his 
other one. I have a couple of spare 
engines, but basically just the one 
bike because I'm just doing one race 
and any more it'd be too expensive 
for them to build. My exhaust system 
is spec HRC and that's why my bike 
will look and sound different. They 
use Kerker because they're paid by 
Kerker. The only thing that I can tell 
that's different is that it's fresher than 
the bike I rode down here in December 
which had more than 1000 miles on 
it. It missed shifts and everything else 
and I did 56s and this thing shifts and 
it doesn't miss and it's got a fresh 
engine. We all have fresh engines." 

The first day's test at Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway had Spencer run- 
ning in the 1:56.1-1:56.2 range. Last 
year, race winner Eddie Lawson's 
polesitting time was 1:56.228. Rainey 
was doing 58s on the first day and 
Shobert was right around two min- 
utes flat, Suzuki's Kevin Schwantz 
had turned lap times close to 1:57- 
even in testing earlier in the week and 
his teammate- Satoshi Tsujimoto's 
times were a second or two slower. 
Spencer was on Michelins while the 
others have been using Dunlops. 

“The track was pretty slick. It 
wasn't in too good of a shape," Spen- 
cer said after the day's test. “I really 

















wasn't pushing it that hard through 
the infield, but the chicane was hurt- 
ing my times a little bit. It's been 
raining down here and it's in the 60s 
and overcast. I ran the same front tire 
all day and it's not getting a lot of 
grip. I can go faster. I think I can get 
under 1:56. I'm not sure. You predict 
something and you don't reach it so I 
don't like making predictions.” 

There were, however, a few things 
he would predict. One is that they 
would need to make one tire change 
and the other is that he'd spend 
almost the entire 200 miles lapping 
backmarkers. 

“Traffic: It's always a problem 
down here, especially since they 
changed the race track because it 
makes it a little tougher since you 
don't have the first infield straight- 
away to use for passing. Let's put it 
this way: I was more concerned in '85 
when I started the race in front and 
after four laps I was in the back and 
had to go through traffic twice. It's 
always a consideration down here, 
but it's just a part of racing." 

The pace, as Spencer sees it, will be 
58s, "Because Wayne's going to go 
good and I think Kevin Schwantz is 
going to go good." The pace might 
have been briskier if World Champion 
Lawson had shown up, as had been 
briefly rumored. 

"I was hoping that Eddie was going 
to be here for the main reason that it 
would be good racing. With Eddie 
being here there would be more to it. 
Sure, this is the Daytona 200, but 
we'll be racing against each other all 
year. This is the first race and he's 
going to be competitive and we're 
going to be week in and week out and 
his being here would shed a different 
light on it. Just like if I had showed 
up last year. 

"Who knows who's going to be 
quick or anything, but I'm looking at 
it as just getting back into it. Get a 
race under my belt. The first race ina 
long time and the first race that I 
hope to finish in a real long time.” 

"Testing, Spencer says, is one thing, 
but there's nothing like competition. 

""These are race situations and the 
bike is heavier than my 500 and, of 
course, it's 200 miles and you're put- 
ting it through a lot. And running 
here all week it's day after day and 
that's when problems show up: It's 
like in Spain. It was a little every day 
and by race day it swelled (his wrist) 
up and just wouldn't work. And 
then, after a week or two of rest, I 
could maybe come back and ride a 
couple of days. Now I'm riding every 
day. Australia was the toughest test; I 
can't describe it. But nobody was 
there.” 

So it’s up to his performance at 
Daytona to convert those who still 
harbor doubts that he is, indeed, 
back. Spencer has never been one to 
make grandiose predictions about 
the outcome of any particular race or 
series and Daytona is no different. 
Although he, like many racers, says 
that he’s there to win. He has done 
everything in his power, both phys- 
cially and mentally, to get back to the 
form which was last seen at the Swed- 
ish Grand Prix in 1985 when he 
clinched his second 500cc title and 
Daytona will mark the first test of the 
culmination of these efforts. Publicly, 
he can’t be drawn into admitting that 
he will win. But privately, he has 
shown the confidence and spirit that 
were lacking during his disastrous 
past year and there is little doubt that 
after speaking with him he knows 
where he should be at the end of the 
Daytona 200 on Sunday. 

Barring mechanical problems, at 
about 3:30 p.m. on March 8 he will 
have either answered all the ques- 
tions which have been asked over the 
past yearór created a whole set of new

Cycle Pro takes 


Daytona win

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 1 


Taking advantage of the high attrition rate, 
Cycle Pro Racing consistently worked their 
way to the front as the early race leaders 
eliminated themselves with crashes and 


mechanical failures at Day- 
tona International Speedway. 

“We must be the luckiest 
bunch of guys in the world 


right пом,” Cycle Pro's Vic Fasola 
said. “Everyone else is having trou- 


ble and we're just cruising." 

Cycle Pro riders Ron Ewerth and 
Mike Harth covered the 250 miles 
around Daytona's infamous speed- 
way at an average speed of 94.973 
mph for the win on their Fasola- 
tuned Cycle Nuts and Bolts/Walt 





Shaffer/Michelin Tires/Auto-Litre/ 
RK/Shoei-sponsored Suzuki GSXR 
1100. Early race leaders Dutchman 
Racing (formerly Taylor Racing), 
Team Lockhart and Kayo Racing 
suffered crashes or mechanical prob- 
lems. Fuel consumption also played 
a major factor in the race for many 
teams. 

Cycle Pro covered 71 laps in taking 
the win while second-placed Miami 
Vice Racing also circulated the 
Daytona facility 71 times. 

Many things have changed for the 
1987 season. The 1986 AMA/US 
Endurance Series National Cham- 
pions Team Lockhart had Larry 
Shorts on hand with AMA Camel 
Pro Series road racing standout Dan 
Chivington joining Shorts for round 
two. Chivington is reportedly only 
helping out for the Daytona round 
and former Team Ontario member 
John Ashmead will come on for the 
next round and the balance of the 
series. Lockhart had their 1986 
GSXR1100 for round two while they 
wait for a new Yamaha FZR1000. 

Second in the series last year, New 
Haven Suzuki, now running under 
the banner of Kayo Racing and 
Yokohama Tires, has Kevin Rentzell 
back joined by Dean Swims with the 
pair riding a Suzuki GSXR1100. 


Third in the series in 1986, Taylor 
Racing is now run by the team's 
number one rider Dave Schlosser and 
carrying the name of Dutchman Rac- 
ing. Schlosser is running the team by 
himself and is joined by long time 
Camel Pro regular Doug Brauneck; 
Schloser has picked up the backing of 
Pennzoil's 10-Minute Oil Change 
Centers and will be campaigning a 
GSXR1100 Suzuki in 1987. 


Practice began on Saturday for the 
77 teams taking part in Sunday's race 
and several of the teams experienced 
problems early. Kayo Racing was one 
of the major teams to have problems. 
"It was a brand new engine," Rent- 
zell said. "It's pretty much a stock 
motor with only one race on it. I was 
right in the bowl when I started hear- 
ing something. The next thing I 
knew the bike started going sideways, 
man I haven't been sideways that fast 
in a long time." Kayo's tuner, Larry 
Brown replaced the motor, which 
had blown a piston on the number 
four cylinder, and had the bike ready 
for Sunday's race. 


Rain had begun to fall Sunday and 











lasted almost up to the 2:45 p.m. 
start. Sitting on the pole was the 
Team Lockhart entry, but was minus 
the talents of regular rider Lynn 
Miller, who was injured in a crash 
last year and not quite ready to come 
back. At the start, Shorts on the 
Lockhart Racing/Michelin Tires 
entry took the lead with High Tech 
Racing's GSXR1100 in second. By 
the time the front runners had hit the 
back straight, Brauneck on the Dutch- 
man Racing GSXR1100 had moved 
into the lead only to crash as he 
entered the chicane. “There was oil 
in the chicane and I pitched it on the 
first lap while in the lead," said 
Brauneck. 

As the field roared up onto the 
banking, Kayo Racing's Rentzell got 
a late start when he noticed the brake 
pads on the left side of the bike were 
worn and needed replacing. Rentzell 
took off dead last and began to work 
his way up through the field. With 
Brauneck out, Shorts moved back 
into the lead with High Tech Racing 
second, South Florida Racing third, 
S&L Enterprises fourth, Stipp Rac- 
ing fourth with Team Hyper, Team 
Instinct, Zlock Racing, Second City 
Racing and RJ Racing rounding out 
the top 10 as they completed the first 
lap. 

Leading the GTU portion was the 
EMHO Racing FZ600 with Front 
Row Racing second on its FZ600, 
Paul Smith Racing was third with 
J&J Sports Center Racing fourth and 
West Florida Racing fifth. By lap two 
Lockhart, High Tech Racing, and 
South Florida Racing began to put 
some distance on the field as Rentzell 
had moved the Kayo Racing/Yoko- 
hama/DID/GS Battery/Shoei/Cycle 
Performance Suzuki around 17 bikes 
by the end of lap two. S&L Enterprises 
held a distant fourth and the Stipp 
Racing GSXR750 Suzuki of Darren 
Stipp and William Knott ran fifth. 

As the field completed five laps the 
High Tech Racing GSXR1100 of 
Larry Jeurink and Dave Sadowski 
moved around Shorts for the lead. 
Moving out front in GTU was the 
West Florida Racing/Shoei/Ft. Myers 
Cycle/Michelin-sponsored Honda 600 
Hurricane being ridden by Ken Ste- 
phens and Rick Shaw. The Paul 
Sharwell Racing/Tri-City Kawasaki 
Ninja 600 held second and third in 
GTU was the J&] Sports Center Rac- 
ing Yamaha FZ600 of John Jacob 
and AI Bermister.

Sidecar teams slick 
on Michigan ice

ALBRIGHT SHORES, MI, JAN. 24-25 


A pair of sidecar teams copped a pair of 
victories each to lead the list of winners in 
the '87 National Championship Ice Race 
program at the Gladwin County Ice Carnival. 


Keith Root and James Mur- 
ray won the 500cc and Open 
classes for sidecar rigs with 
studded tires, while Randy 
Putze and Richard Kearns teamed up 
in the 360cc and 500cc Rubber-Tire 
Sidecar classes. 

Root and Murray, who have been 
racing together for nine years, looked 
particularly impressive in pulling off 
the double victory on Sunday. After a 
comparatively easy victory in the 500cc 
class, they hada race-long duel in the 
Open class with defending champions 
Dave Scofieid and Scott Harper. Root 
and Murray led early in the eight-lap 
final, but lost the lead on lap three 
when Root missed a shift on the long 
front straight. Three laps later, how- 
ever, Root steered under Scofield's 
machine headed into turn one and 





retook the lead. 

For the champions, the National 
Championship marked only their 
third racé aboard a new Open class 
machine purchased in December. “We 
just brought it to have some fun," 
said Root, “but this bike really 
works.” 


Putze and Kearns were equally 
dominant in the Rubber-Tire Sidecar 
classes run on a quarter-mile track on 
Saturday. Just as they had in 1986, 
the two won the 360cc and 500cc 
classes, with Putze driving in the 
smaller class and Kearns handling 
the controls in the bigger class. 


The key to winning Rubber-Tire 
classes on the ice is simple, Putze said 
afterward, “Just don't spin your 
wheels.” 


The only other double champion

of the weekend was Leo Anthony Jr. © 


who swept the Open Rubber-Tire 
classes, winning by himself on a solo 
bike and teaming with Dennis Mosher 
to win the Sidecar class. 

Among the other winners in the 
solo classes were three riders crossing 


over from other types of motorcycle 


competition. Jack Warren, a Pro 
Expert dirt tracker from the late '60s 
and early '70s, came out of retirement 
in 1983 to win an amateur dirt track 
title. Since then, he's been using his 
flat track racing to promote his busi- 
ness that supplies parts for dirt track 
machines. Jack and his “demo” bike 
collected the National Championship 
in the Senior class ahead of defending 
champ Dan Crawford. 

Warren is the brother of Ed Warren, 
tuner for Bart Markel's dirt track 
championships in the '60s, and uncle 
of Eddie Warren, one of the nation's 
top motocross racers. But those two 
were away in the warmth of California 
while Jack won his championship in 
the bitter cold of a Michigan winter. 

“Еа wouldn't walk across the street 
to see a flat track race anymore,” said 
Jack jokingly. ““He’s completely into 
motocross now. I ride a little moto- 
cross myself in the Senior class.” 

A second crossover winner was 
Brad Lowe winner of the 125cc 
Studded-Tire class. Lowe, who bor- 
rowed a Kawasaki for the ice in Mich- 
igan, has a support ride from KTM in 
the AMA National Championship 
Hare Scrambles Series. In 1986, he 
finished fifth in the 125cc class na- 
tionally. 

Larry Pegram, winner of 16 AMA 
Amateur Championships in dirt track 
competition, also made the switch to 
ice racing for the event. The move 
paid off, as Pegram scored a victory 








in the 250cc A Studded-Tire class. 

"We haven't had any ice in Ohio 
this year," Pegram said, “so we came 
up here to ride this.” 

Scoring a repeat victory in the 85cc 
(12-15) class was Joe Phelps, who was 
cheered on by his father, Jim, who 
doubles as race mechanic. “1 used to 
work on restoring BSAs," Jim said, 
“but Joe's been racing for about three 
years now and there's hardly a day 
goes by that I don't work on his 
machines now.” 

When it was all over, 350 entrants 
had been whittled down to 18 Nation- 
al Champions. e.

1987 World Championship 
Road Race Preview 


Finally. 
showdown?

Two-time World Champion Eddie Lawson 
and three-time champ Freddie Spencer charge 
into the first cornér side-by-side and they 
stay that way for the entire 35 laps. 


Battling back and forth, one 
gaining an edge on braking 
and the other making time on 
acceleration. There are no 
wrist injuries and no carburetion 


problems. The Michelin tires are the 
same on both motorcycles, and the 
Yamaha and Honda V-fours are as 
identical as two different machines 
can be. 

It may not happen this way in the 








1987 500cc World Championship Ser- 
ies, but if it does, it will be the dream 
season everyone has been waiting for. 
Spencer and Lawson have each won 
two 500cc world titles in the '80s, but 
never have they met on completely 
equal terms. There has always been 
this wrong or that wrong. Never has 
there been an ideal situation and 
maybe there never will be. But 1987 
has the potential to be the closest sea- 
son of World GP racing since the epic 
Spencer/Roberts battle of 1983. 

There will also be a more competi- 
tive supporting cast in the expanded, 
16-race Grand Prix series. There are 
more rising new stars, and more 
teams than usual fielding more com- 
petitive bikes. Wayne Gardner, Randy 
Mamola, Mike Baldwin, Rob McEI- 
nea and many more will be there in 
the upcoming year, but it would take 
a very brave person to bet against 
Lawson or Spencer. 

Here is an up-close look at the 
teams and riders who will battle for 
the 1987 500cc World Championship. 


Team Marlboro Yamaha 
Agostini 

Defending World Champion Eddie 
Lawson leads a larger Marlboro 
Yamaha team once again for 1987, 
and it's a more confident and relaxed 
Lawson than the Lawson who raced 
in 1985. Winning brings out confi- 
dence and Lawson won — most of 
the time he won easily — seven 
Grands Prix last year. His year in- 
cluded a streak of four GP wins in a 
row that started after losing the opener 
to Australian Wayne Gardner. Law- 
son streaked through Italy, Germany, 
Austria and Yugoslavia before end- 
ing his hot spell with his only GP- 
race crash of 1986 when he went 
down at Assen in Holland. 

Lawson realizes the man to beat in 
1987 is Freddie Spencer. He also now 
believes he can run with the factory 
Honda ace. In the past, Spencer has 
dominated from the word go with 
fast starts and no fear of cold tires. 
Lawson has said that the key to 1987 
will be the opening laps. When the 
top riders in the field qualify withina 
half-second of each other, it's hard to 
make up ground lost from a slow first 
lap. If anyone should prosper from 
the new clutch-start rule, Lawson 
should. His and the rest of the Marl- 

















boro Yamaha bikes will be under the 
care of Kel Carruthers. 

Lawson will be joined for the second 
year by Rob McElnea. The burly 
Englishman should show improve- 
ment over his fifth place finish in the 
1986 title chase. McEInea repeatedly 
just missed gaining his first-ever ros- 
trum position as he finished fourth 
five times. His size was a burden in 
1986. No matter what engine combi- 
nations were tried, his bike was never 
as fast as Lawson’s because of his 
weight and size. 

The third and newest member of 
the Marlboro Yamaha squad is 
Japan’s Tadahiko Taira. The multi- 
time Japanese champion switches to 
the 500cc class from Marlboro's 250cc 
squad of 1986. Taira won a single 
250cc GP last season in Italy at the 
San Marino GP after battling poor 
starts throughout the season. He is 
anotherrider who will welcome clutch 
starts. Lawson considers his new 
teammate a threat, especially at the 
opening Grand Prix in Suzuka, 
Japan. 

The highly-successful, Yamaha 
500cc V-four of 1986 won't change 
much for 1987, according to com- 
pany sources. Cosmetically the Yama- 
ha.will be different with a new, wider 
fairing incorporating a big scoop on 
the front to accomodate a newly- 
shaped radiator. The team will once 
again use Michelin tires. 

Honda Racing Corporation 

Three-time World Champion Fred- 
die Spencer will go without outside 
sponsorship in 1987. The Louisiana 
resident will ride a V-four Honda 
directly for the factory in Japan and 
the team will be run by the highly- 
respected Егу Kanemoto. Spencer's 
wrist malady seems to be a thing of 
the past as test sessions in California, 
Florida and Australia apparently have 
proven. When Spencer is on form, he 
has shown himself unbeatable. What 
a year away from the Grand Prix cir- 
cuit will do to his confidence remains 
to be seen, but the Spencer we've seen 
in the past shouldn't have a problem 
reintroducing himself to the winner's 
rostrum. 

The V-four Honda has reportedly 
seen major changes for 1987 includ- 
ing the repositioning of the carbure- 
tors into the center of the vee, much 
like that of the Yamaha. Two exhaust 
pipes will now be able to run out the 
back of the powerplant. The Honda 
V-four will also sit lower in the 
frame. Spencer's Honda will be fitted 
with Michelins. 

Team HB Honda 

HB Cigarettes will sponsor relative 
500cc class newcomer Niall Macken- 
zie on a V-four Honda in '87. Mack- 
enzie was the talk of the GP circuit 
late in 1986 as he rode in the final 
three 500cc races on a out-dated Suzuki 
and finished in the points each time. 
Mackenzie showed promise riding a 
250cc Armstrong in the early GPs 
and was given a shot at the 500cc class 
in England. Mackenzie qualified well 
at Silverstone and finished seventh in 
therain-sodden GP. The Scot backed 
that up with another seventh in Swed- 
en and an eighth at the San Marino 
GP. Mackenzie has impressed many 
in his off-season test of the Honda, 
both in Japan and in Australia. His 
Michelin-clad Honda will also be 
watched over by Kanemoto. 


Rothmans Honda 

The Rothmans Honda effort will 
be spearheaded by Australian Wayne 
Gardner. In 1986, Gardner matured 
into the second best rider on the cir- 
cuit and was the only one that could 
come close to matching Lawson on a 
given day. Gardner started his season 
by winning his first-ever Grand Prix, 
but then spent most of the year look- 
ing at the red leathers of Lawson 
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Erv Kanemoto and three-time World Champion Freddie Spencer discuss 
technical matters during a GP practice break; can they bounce back? 





while finishing second in the title 
chase. 

Gardner claimed the Honda wasn't 
as good as the Yamaha and he may 
have been right, but the problems he 
had with the V-four have reportedly 
been corrected. Gardner was hurt 
recently at a test session in Australia 
and how much the torn ligaments in 
his ankle affect his season start won't 
be known until Suzuka. Gardner goes 
well at, Suzuka and he, along with 
Taira, must be considered a favorite 
at the season opener. 

Joining Gardner on the Rothmans 
Honda team is Shungi Yatsushiro. 
The Japanese champion rode in a 
few selected Grands Prix last year 
with his best finish being a seventh in 
Austria. 

England's Roger Burnett will also 
be on a Honda V-four with Roth- 
mans colors, but Burnett will cam- 
paign from a different team than 
Gardner and Yatsushiro. Burnett fin- 
ished seventh in the Dutch Grand 
Prix last year.

Team Lucky Strike Roberts 

Three-time World Champion 
Kenny Roberts will take his Yamaha 
V-four-mounted team to Europe for 
its second season in 1987. The Roberts 
squad was impressive in its debut 
year last season with Randy Mamola 
and Mike Baldwin finishing third 
and fourth in the championship, 
respectively. The team will switch to 
Dunlop tires for the upcoming sea- 
son, and whether this will help or 
hamper the team remains to be seen. 
The top teams last year used Michel- 
ins as the Dunlops were notat the top 
level; off-season testing and changes 
may see that change, however, and 
Roberts must feel confident to make 
the switch. 

Mamola won the wet Belgian Grand 
Prix last year while finishing second 
in Italy, Yugoslavia, Holland and 
France. In the wet he remains a con- 
stant threat, but in the dry Lawson 
and Gardner seemed to have the edge. 

Baldwin was the surprise of the 
season last year as he finished fourth

in the title chase by finishing third in 
five separate Grands Prix. A second 
year on the Yamahas should give 
both Mamola and Baldwin better 
results. 


Gauloises Yamaha 

The French team returns with V- 
four Yamahas in "87 with Christian 
Sarron, once again, soloing the effort. 
Sarron finished sixth in the '86 cham- 
pionship after struggling with Mc- 
Elnea for the position all year. Sarron 
was also involved in epic battles with 
Baldwin and the Baldwin/Sarron/ 
McElnea duel at Monza was a classic. 
As has plagued him throughout his 
career, crashes once again hampered 
Sarron's performance. He did, how- 
ever, put together two third place 
rides in Belgium and France. Sar- 
ron's Yamahas will wear Michelins 
again in 1987. 
Cagiva 

The team to watch for drastic im- 
provement in the upcoming Grand 
Prix season is Cagiva. The Italian 











team got aggressive in the off-season 
and hired Belgian Didier de Radigues 
and Raymond Roche to ride the V- 
fours. De Radigues best performance 
came at Silverstone where he finished 
second behind Gardner in the rain. 
De Radigues is switching to Cagiva 
from his Chevallier/Honda mount 
and 1987 will probably also see him 
switch to Michelin tires. 

Roche comes to Cagiva after a rela- 
tively unsuccessful year on the three- 
cylinder RS500 Honda. The French- 
man did get theopportunity to sample 
Spencer's V-four after the champ's 
wrist injury, but he never came to 
grips with the power characteristics 
of the bike. Roche has showed prom- 
ise at the Grand Prix level, but his 
last two years, first on the Marlboro 
Yamaha and last year on the RS, have 
seen him drop in the rankings.

Honda Support rider Fred Andrews com- 
pletely dominated the opening rounds of the 
'87 Arenacross series, winning both Saturday 
and Sunday's races in the Cincinnati Gardens. 


The Ohio native, on a roll after 
nearly winning the Florida 
Winter AM Series title in the 
125cc Pro class, combined ag- 
gressive riding and good starts to 
score a pair of 125cc Expert class wins 
over Mark Musselman and Mike 
Jones. 

The indoor openers also hosted a 
full card of Amateur and Youth class- 
es, drawing nearly 800 riders to Cin- 
cinnati. 

Andrews opened up strong on Sat- 
urday, pulling down a qualifier win 
over Musselman. West Virginia's 
Mike Bias, Kentucky's Billy Abel, 
and New Jersey's Brian Carroll, all 
Arenacross regulars, also captured 


D heat race wins. The big news, though, 








was that John Grewe, local hero 
Troy Graham, Cagiva-supported 
Mike Jones, Gear-backed Brian Stan- 
ley, and Michigan's top gun, Todd 
DeHoop, all failed to make the main 
out of the fiercely competitive heat 
races. And once the consolation races 
were run, only Jones and Graham 
advanced. 

Musselman took the lead in the 
final, rounding turn one ahead of 
Jones and Graham, with Abel, Cliff 
Walker and Andrews following.

Mexico City’s Suzuki-mounted Oscar Cas- 
tellanos, the current Mexican National 1100cc 
Road Race Champion, showed his stuff at 
the Autodroma de Monterrey with convinc- 


ing wins in both the A Super- 
bike and A Production races. 
Honda VFR750-mounted 
* Wesley Winchester claimed 
both B Superbike and B Production 


class wins by riding aggressive, con- . 


trolled races. 

CRRC's Bart Winters, who com- 
peted in the Suzuki GSXR Series 
Grand National Finals at Road At- 
lanta last year, also cleaned up and 
took home two first place trophies for 
winning the C Superbike and C Pro- 
duction classes on his Honda Inter- 
ceptor 500. 

Sunday's sprint races were organ- 
ized by the CRRC at the two-mile 
Autodromo de Monterrey racetrack 
and an even larger turnout of specta- 
tors showed up after Saturday's en- 





durance race graced the sports pages 
of most major Mexican newspapers. 
Castellanos was confident of his 
chances prior to Saturday's first race. 
“The bike is brand new," he said. 
"I'm physically ready to race, I'm in 
my home ground Mexico and I'm 
like a mongoose, ready to go.” 
When riders in the A Superbike 
class rolled up to their respective grid 
positions, many people anticipated a 
duel between 1984 AMA Formula 
Тумо Champion Sam McDonald and 
Mexican champ Castellanos. It was 
also Yamaha versus Suzuki as Mc- 
Donald sat upon his Yamaha FZ750 
while Castellanos sat on a GSXR1100. 
But David Cheek, also GSXR1100- 
mounted, surprised them both when 
the green flag waved. Cheek was the 
first rider into the back esses, with 





Castellanos right on his rear tire and 

McDonald running a few bike lengths 

behind the lead duo in third place. 
By the second lap, Castellanos had 


pushed his way past Cheek, McDon- 
ald still ran third, and Wes Winches- 
ter held down fourth over Craig Glea- 
son. On the next lap, McDonald 
moved closer to Cheek and Castella- 
nos, while fifth-running Gleason put 
pressure on Winchester. 


McDonald's FZ750 blew a head 
gasket on lap four, and just as he 
dropped out of the race Gleason 
founda way past Winchester to secure 
third. 


Cheek repeatedly pulled within 
striking distance of Castellanos for 
the rest of the race, but couldy’t find 
his way around the Messaggi 
When the checkers called an end to 
the competition, Castellanos led 


Cheek, Gleason and Winchester across 
the line. 


Some of the closest racing of the 
day took place between Bart Winters 
and B.B. Montemayor. The two rid- 
ers went head-to-head in both the C 
Superbike and C Production classes, 
but it was Interceptor-mounted Win- 
ters who managed to be out in front 
when it counted. Winters claimed 
victory in each event, leaving FZ600- 
mounted Montemayor to finish sec- 
ond in both races. 


It looked as if it would be another 
Castellanos runaway when the A Pro- 
duction class lined up at the starting 
grid. The Mexican National Champ 
was still mounted on his 1100, while 











the grid was filled mostly with riders 
on 750s. 

True to prediction, Castellanos 
pulled the holeshot and led into turn 
опе. Winchester immediately stuffed 
his VFR750 in front of “Ronco” Vil- 
larreal to take command of second, 
while A.R.T. Racing’s Pat Tharp 
and Lindsay Thomas rounded out 
the top five. 

By lap two, Winchester was push- 
ing his VFR750 to the limit. A blanket 
could have covered Winchester and 
Castellanos as the pair exited the 
“Mexican Mini-Bowl,” and Winches- 
ter pulled into the GSXR's draft to 
follow Castellanos down the almost 
mile-long straightaway. 

A few seconds back, Tharp had 
slipped his way into third, past Villa- 
real, and California rider Lindsay 
Thomas pressured Villareal for 
fourth. 

On lap five, Winchester drove past 
Castellanos though turn three and 
went on to lead the race for two laps, 
drifting his bike through every corner 
in an attempt to put some distance 
between himself and the Mexican 
rider. But Castellanos took advan- 
tage of his horsepower to reclaim the 
lead near the end of the race, passing 
Winchester at the end of the front 
straight. 

By the final flag, Castellanos had 
opened up some breathing room over 
Winchester, while Tharp finished an 
uncontested third. Villarreal just held 
off Thomas for fourth. е

In Europe, where 500cc two- 
stroke road racing is still re- 
garded as the ultimate track 
challenge, superbikes are boom- 
ing. Which is curious since there are 
few places to race one. 

This was to have been the year of 
the big worldwide superbike kickoff, 
the year when the U.S.-inspired World 
Championship Superbike Road Race 
Series got off the ground to replace 
the World Championship Formula 
One Series. 

However, last minute lobbying by 
those with Formula One bikes they 
didn’t want to become obsolete over- 
night saved that series and superbikes 
were put on the back burner, the ser- 
ies postponed for a year. 

But despite the last minute reprieve 
for Formula One (not to be confused 
with the now defunct American For- 
mula One, but a more street bike- 
based series with a heavy four-stroke 
bias), the European interest in super- 
bikes is booming. © 

Despite their disappointment at 
the fact that itll be at least a year 


before there is a major international 
championship series for them to con- 
test, European riders are gearing up 
for the inevitable. 

Trouble is, where to race? For 
many there’ll be but one outing this 
year on their bikes in superbike form 
— the Daytona 200. 

Following the Florida classic most 
of the bikes will be converted to con- 
form with one or another of the many 
varied European formulas from Ger- 
many's own Superbike to Britain's 
Superstock series.

DAYTONA INVASION 


Many in Europe predicted that 
Daytona would go right down the 
tubes once the U.S. Formula One 
bikes were replaced in the 200 by 
superbikes. But this year the interest 
across the Atlantic is keener than ever. 

Britain is providing both the big- 
gest and the classiest of the European 
visitors this year. 

Seven-time British champ Roger 
Marshall was the number one casualty 
of Honda Britain’s sudden decision 
to pull out of racing last winter. Mar- 
shall, who at 36 reckons he’s racing 
better than ever, switched to Suzuki 
and his main job will be to capture 
the final World Championship For- 
mula One title for them. But Daytona 
is high on the list of his priorities. 

“There's always been that little bit 
of magic about Daytona and it’s a 
victory that I'd dearly love to have to 
my пате,” said Marshall who'll be 
racing the bike that Kork Ballington 
rode at Daytona last season, along- 
side Skoal Bandit Suzuki teammate 
Paul Iddon who proved his mettle by 
taking the runner-up slot in the World 
Championship Formula One Series. 

Talented young Kenny Irons, the 
man who won the British Superstock 
Championship last season, was to 
have joined them for Suzuki but he’s 








been elevated to the World Cham- 
pionship 500cc campaign instead and 
must start his season at Suzuka in 
Japan instead of at Daytona. 

For the British Loctite Yamaha 
team run by former Daytona regular 
Steve Parrish — now retired from the 
track but not the trackside — there's 
theexperienced pairing of Keith Hue- 
wen and Trevor Nation. 

Both men cut their racing teeth on 
two strokes as privateers and are now 
facing a full Formula One campaign 
in the bosom of a factory team for the 
first time. 

Also from Britain comes Geoff 
Fowler. He'll be riding a bike which

is basically the Yamaha that Team 
Motor Cycle News raced to ninth in 
the World Championship Endurance 
Series last year. 

One of the sensations of last year's 
Formula One series was Swede An-

“If Congress is going to change 
direction every 10 years, how can we 
insure the kind of long-term protec- 
tion which the California Desert so 
richly and rightly deserves?" asked 
Burford. 

“These legislative proposals would 
put aside the multiple-use mandate 
of just a decade ago, carving up the 
desert into separate, distinct, and un- 
related areas,” Burford said. 

While discussing the rationale for 
the new proposals, Burford pointed

Cornering the Husky is precise and predictable. The new, smoother seat/ 
tank junction makes rider maneuverabilty a breeze.

The 1987 Husqvarna 250cc Enduro is just 
about the prettiest thing on two wheels. It 
has that spit-and-polished look that’s nearly 
impossible to resist when eyeing the all-new 


Husky as it sits proudly on the 
showroom floor, The Swedish- 
made Husky is eye-catching, to 
say the least. . 


But good looks alone don’t win 
enduros. It takes a good-handling, 
quick-turning, powerful, reliable mo- 
torcycle to win enduros. Last year’s 
250cc Husky Enduro already featured 
most of those attributes, but the 1986 
model did leave room for improve- 
ment. Styling wasn't one of them, but 
the 1987 bike got it anyway. 

The Husky looks like an all new 
'. motorcycle, but when it gets down to 
internal changes, there are only a 
few. Most notable is the switch to a 
longer-stroke motor. Many Husky 
enduro riders felt the 1986 250cc En- 








duro was a little too peaky; they 
wanted a more manageable power- 
band. So, both the bore and stroke 
have been changed in 1987 to 66.5 x 
70.8mm from 69.5 х 64.5mm. To 
compliment the different bore and 
stroke, a new exhaust pipe was de- 
signed. Attached to the new pipe is an 
all-new aluminum U.S. Forestry-ap- 
proved spark arrester/silencer, that 
now mounts to the frame in two 
places instead of one. 

The rest of the water-cooled, two- 
stroke motor remains basically un- 
changed. The cylinder has slightly 
different porting specs, and the pis- 
ton has only one ring. The engine is 
still carbureted through a 38mm, 
round-bore Mikuni (with different 
jetting) and breathes through the

same right-side airbox. 

The six-speed transmission is the 
same as the 1986 model, but, accord- 
ing to Husky, the clutch received 
minor refinements to improve relia- 
bility. 

Many Husky owners last year had 
problems with the steel engine side 
covers corroding, but that problem 
has been solved by switching to alum- 
inum side covers. 

New attention was given to the 
Husky's front and rear suspension. 
In the rear, the single-shock Ohlins 
connects to a new linkage ratio that 
requires the use of a stiffer spring 
rate. The shock itself has a piggyback

reservoir and produces a long 12.2 
inches of travel. 

Last year’s Husky-made fork just 
didn’t cut it. Although the fork per- 
formed adequately in low-speed situa- 
tions, it couldn’t handle the rough 
stuff at a faster pace. The front end 
twitched, and any hard impact was 
felt harshly in the rider’s shoulders. 
Last year, many Husky riders installed 
a Husky Products fork kit, which 
improved fork action immensely. For 
1987, the Husky uses the exact same 
fork as last year’s 250 but with the 
fork kit already installed. This means 
the fork damper assembly, springs 
and bushings are all new. Front wheel 
travel is 10.6 inches. 

The front disc brake is all-new for 
1987. Last year’s Husky featured a 
floating disc and a single-piston cali- 
per, but that’s been changed. The 
disc is now mounted stationary to the 
front hub, but the caliper has a float- 
ing mount. Husky says this wasn’t 
done to improve effectiveness, but to 
save money; the new unit is less 
expensive to build. To improve stop- 
ping power, the caliper now has a 
double-piston set up. The Husky 
front brake system is similar to the 
system found on the big 650cc Cagiva 
Elefant dual-purpose motorcycle. 

The Husky comes stock with Met- 
zeler tires, and the hubs are trimmed 
down to decrease weight. The drive 
chain is an O-ring type. 

All-new, shiny, sano-looking Acer- 
bis-made plastic is found on the 
Husky, as is a new seat. The gas tank 
is all black, but it’s wrapped by a 
white, single-piece radiator shroud. 
This means Husky owners no longer 
will have to worry about tank gra- 
phics bubbling up and looking dis- 
gusting after.a few miles of riding 
because the decals aren’t applied di- 
rectly to the tank. The seat blends in 
smoothly with the tank assembly.

the left side kick lever isa little on the 
tall side anda bit difficult to get a leg 
on. Luckily, one or two good kicks 
usually brings the Husky to life, hot 
or cold. 

After a short warm-up period, we 
hit the trails and quickly noticed a 
problem with the carburetion. In 


stock condition, our 250 ran rough at- 
low- to mid-range, and when riding . 


downhill the Husky would load up 
and barely run. We had the exact 





same experience with last year’s Husky 
250cc Enduro. 

But the cure is quick and simple. 
We replaced the stock 2.5 slide witha 
3.0 slide, and from then on the Husky 
ran crisp and clean throughout the 
powerband. No other jetting changes 
were required. 

Horsepower is similar to last year’s 
250, but the motorcycle has slightly 
longer, stronger pull in the middle of 
the powerband. The motor’s strong

point is in low speed situations when 
you need plenty of torque and lug- 
ging power to get you through a 
tight, technical section. It’s hard to 
stall the engine. It just keeps chug- 
ging away, even when things look 
grim, such as motoring up a long, 
rocky, loose uphill. The motor has a 
smoother, broader powerband than 
before, giving you additional confi- 
dence to challenge more difficult ter- 
rain. There's no worry about the 
Husky suddenly coming on the pipe 
and sending you off in a direction 
you don't want to go — it's predict- 
able. 

On faster trails, the Husky has no 
problems keeping up. It's not really 
the fastest 250cc dirt bike around, and 
а more experienced enduro rider 
might want a bit more power on top, 
but for the most part, the Husky can 
get the job done the way it is. 

The Husky vibrates more than we 
liked, but it wasn't something we 
couldn't live with. The vibration is 
most evident in the middle of the 
powerband and is barely noticeable 
when the engine is revwed@outon top. 
During our first outing on the Husky, 
a pipe mount bolt vibrated loose, de- 
stroying the outer threads in the 
process. 

We didn't have any complaints 
with the Husky's transmission. It 
shifts predictably and easy. A slight 
nudge on the shift lever is all it takes

to catch the next gear, with or with- 
out the aid of the clutch. The clutch 
held up well to many miles of abuse, 
but it isn't the smoothest-working 
clutch around. Dropping the trans- 
mission into first gear from neutral 
usually produced a noticeable “thud” 
from the gearbox, especially when 
the motorcycle was cold. Sometimes 
the motor would stall, as if the clutch 
lever wasn't pulled in at all. But 
when the Husky is in motion, the 
clutch is easy to slip and works okay. 
Although it's a long reach, one finger 
on the lever can get the job done. 

The Husky's supension is very good 
in most situations. On tight and 
technical trails, the Husky is extremely 
stable and easy to control, although 
the fork and shock are set up a little 
on the stiff side. Over rocky terrain, 
the Husky really shines. It doesn't do 
anything unexpected and. it doesn't 
have any nasty habits. 

The only thing the Husky doesn't 
like is whoop-de-doos, especially at 
high speeds. Over whoops, the back 
end can get a little squirrelly and start 
swapping, if you're not paying close 
attention. A lot of this has to do with 
the mediocre front fork. It's best to 
keep your weight over the rear fender 
and keep the front end light, forcing 
the rear shock to do most of the work. 

Turning the Husky is simple. With 
the new tank/seat layout, it's very 
easy to slide your weight up on the

tank when cornering, but the bike is 
very tall. Shorter riders will find ita 
little uncomfortable pivoting the 
Husky in tight turns. The front Met- 
zeler tire sticks well when the ground 
is tacky, but on hard-packed, dry 
ground, the front end has a tendency 
to wash out. The rear Metzeler works 
well in all conditions. 

Zipping through tight and twisty 
trails is a breeze on the Husky. The 
motorcycle cuts fast, predictable lines 
through trees, bushes and rocks. The 
tractable, smooth powerband makes 
the Husky very easy to manage. You 
can leave the Husky a gear too high 
and it will still chug its way through 
tight trails. You won't have to worry 
about fanning the clutch or spending 
a lot of time shifting. 

Slowing down for turns is much 
easier than it was with last year's 
model. The front brake is stronger 
and has a more progressive feel on the 
lever. The brake lever feels a little 
mushy at first, but since braking 
action is so smooth, progressive and 
powerful, it's hardly noticeable. 

Therear drum brake does the trick, 
but the brake pedal is a little hard to 
find at times. It's tucked in close to 
the engine case, and the pedal's foot 
rest is a little on the short side. Other 
than that, the rear brake is strong 
enough to control the back end 
through turns, over whoops and 
around rocks. But it still loses some 
power when it gets wet. 

There are a few things that we 
didn't like about the Husky. 

'The motorcycle is heavy. Theextra 
weight is really noticeable when bull- 
dogging the bike up hills, or when 
pulling it out of ruts and mud holes, 
or when riding it over logs and rocks. 

We also don't like the black gas 
tank because it makes it difficult, if 
not impossible, to see and check fuel 
level when looking down the filler 
hole. If the tank is less than half full, 
you can't see how much fuel is actu- 
ally left. 

We didn't have any major mechan- 
ical problems with the Husky, but a 
fork seal did start leaking after we 
rode about 150 miles, and the pipe- 
mount bolt backed out. Other than 
that, our Husky held up well with 
little servicing. To date, both the 
kickstand spring and the odometer 
cable are still intact and operating. 

The 1987 Husqvarna 250cc Enduro 
is definitely an improvement over 
last year's model, but it could still use 
less weight and beefier forks. Other 
than that, the Husky has what it takes 
to zero checks and make it to the 
finish. e

Sweetland crowned D-38 
King of the Desert

Team Husqvarna's Garth Sweetland fought 
Off a top-class field to take the crown at this 
year's King of the Desert race, held at Ancient 


Dry Lake. 


In a close-fought battle that 
saw the lead swap back and 
forth continually, Sweetland 
kept up a blistering pace over 
150 miles of AMA/District 38's most 
treacherous southern California ter- 
rain to snatch the prestigious King of 
the Desert title. 

"I guess the third time's a charm 
for me," an elated Sweetland said 
after taking the checkered flag. “This 
is the third year Гуе ridden this race 
and after two years of not doing so 
well, I got the win. I did the same 
thing at Whiskey Pete's (World 
Championship Hare and Hound) this 
year. It was my third try at that race 
and everything worked out there too. 
Iguess the third time is just lucky for 
me.” 

The well-known King of the Desert 





race, now in its seventh year, is organ- 
ized by the Fudpucker Racing Team 
and was sponsored by Kearny Mesa 
Yamaha, with support from Bud- 
weiser, Matlock Construction and 
Cycle Parts West. 

The race is the biggest event on the 
District 38 desert racing calendar and 
always draws an impressive lineup of 
desert talent. Sitting on the starting 
line for this year's event was the 
defending King of the Desert, Larry 
Roeseler, and two-time King Marty 
Smith, the ex-pro motocrosser who 
claimed the crown in 1984 and 1985. 

The flag dropped just after 9:30 
a.m., and the first wave of racers 
screamed off the starting line on 
Ancient Dry Lake, charging out into 
the silt and dust in search of the day- 
glow orange arrows that marked the 
course.

tion at Ancient Dry Lake in southern California. 





The short starting loop took riders 
three miles into the desert, then turned 
them back toward the dry lake bed, 
where the specially-built jumps and 
stutter-bumps of thesupercross course 
awaited. 

As the racers cleared the six-mile 
starting section and headed out for 
their first lap of the 30-mile course, 
ex-250 World Champion motocrosser 
Danny La Porte had his Open Class 
Kawasaki out in front of the pack, a 
scant five seconds ahead of a 250 
Kawasaki piloted by Smith. 


About 15 seconds back, in third 
overall, was Sweetland's Husky. Todd 
Barnhill and Duane Summers were 
running neck-in-neck for fourth, fol- 
lowed by District 38's top ranked 
Open Class riders Tom Moen and 
Steve Walker. 

The fast-paced course made a wide 
loop south toward Plaster City, and 
had the riders ducking as it passed 
back and forth under the railway 
lines. It then ran through miles of 
open terrain littered with pucker 
bushes on its way to the infamous 
Huff Mud Hills, where the trail 
wound over and through the steep- 
sided mounds before heading back to 
Ancient Dry Lake for another shot at 
the supercross course. 


The wide-open terrain gave the 


“advantage to desert-ace Sweetland, 


and the hard-charging racer from 
Phoenix, Arizona, soon reeled in the 
front-running motocrossers and swept 
past to take over the number one 
spot. 

When the dust cloud appeared on 
the horizon at the end of lap one, 
Sweetland still held the edge, which 





earned him $100, the first of six spe- 
cial leading-the-lap purses. The 
Husky ace sailed over the Supercross 
jumps like a world-class stadium 
racer and thundered down pit row on 
his way out into lap two with a nar- 
row 10-second lead over Kawasaki 
pilot La Porte. 

After being sidelined with bike 
problems at last year's race and miss- 
ing the chance to take three crowns in 
a row, Marty Smith was putting in a 
determined effort in third overall. 
AMA/ District 37 250 ace Mike Baker, 
riding a Yamaha, was pushing hard 
in fourth. Baker was followed into 
the second lap by KTM pilot Tom 
Moen and the 250 champ from this 
year's SCORE Parker 400, Mark Vans- 
court, who was riding a Honda. 

Also running high in the early 
going was Team Husky's newest re- 
cruit, Paul Krause, in ninth overall. 
The first 125 pilot, John Flores of 
Spring Valley Lake, was wringing 
out his little Yamaha in 11th. 

Duane Summers, who had traded 
his customary 125 Cagiva for a 250 
Husky — a bike better suited to the 
fast-paced King of the Desert event — 
put in a fast starting lap and had a 
firm hold on third overall at the 25- 
mile mark. But Summers lost time 
when his bike ran out of gas about 
four miles from the pits. He had 
dropped back to 13th overall by the 
time he made it to the start of the 
second lap. 

The early lead in the Vet Class was 
claimed by Yamaha pilot Scot Harden, 
but was soon taken over by Mike 
Ruhstofer when mechanical problems 
forced Harden to drop out of the 
running. 





Another early casualty in the me- 
chanical department was last year's 


| King of the Desert, Larry Roeseler. : 


'The Team Husky rider got off to a 
fast start and was running sixth over- 
all at the three-mile mark, but came 
to grief in therollers soon afterwards. 

"I hit a rock really hard in the 
rollers and broke the rear brake back- 
ing plate," Roeseler explained. 
‘There was no way I could go on like 
that so I had to go back to the pits and 
work on the bike for about 20 min- 
utes. After that I was in a real hurry to 
catch up again." 

Lap two saw Sweetland maintain 
his lead and pick up another $100 
lap-leader bonus. But the going began 
to get more difficult as the leaders 
closed the gap on some of the slower 
riders. 

“There’s usually a big advantage 
to being out in front because you 
don't have any dust,” said Sweetland, 
“but that didn't happen today. From 
about the start of lap two we got into 
so many lapped riders that we never 
got out of the dust. Even if you were 
leading you were still caught up in a 
cloud of dust and that made it tougher 
than our usual races." 

Sweetland's sizzling 35-minute time 
for the second lap put him a full 
minute ahead of La Porte going 
through home check, with Smith 
still hanging on in third. Five min- 
utes back from Smith was Mike Baker 
in fourth overall, with Walker, Krause, 
Summers and 125 pilot Flores in hot 
pursuit. 

Honda-mounted Ruhstofer was still 
out in front of the Vet Class in 13th 
overall. His closest competition, 
Yamaha-mounted Brett Cushing from 
Costa Mesa, California, was way back 
in 22nd. 

Lap three saw Marty Smith launch 
a determined effort from back in 
third position. The 250 pilot swept 
past fellow Kawasaki pilot La Porte, 
then set out to catch the elusive Swee- 
tland. As the riders appeared at the 
end of the loop, it was evident Smith's 
scramble for the lead had paid off. 

The 250 Kawasaki was out in front 
by just over 30 seconds, with La Porte 
hard on the gas in second and Swee- 
tland relegated to third. Baker was 
still holding onto fourth overall, and 
Summers had taken the point in the 
Summers/Krause battle for fifth, but 
«nly by a few bike lengths. 

Moving up fast, further back in the 
pack, was Larry Roeseler. Tbe reign- 
ing King's mechanical problems had 
put him way back in the middle of 
the ATVs, running 82nd overall at 
the end of the first lap, but Roeseler 
refused to give up. A gutsy ride took 
the ISDE specialist up through the 
ranks and into 39th overall by the end 
of lap two, and the end of lap three 
saw Roeseler officially back 1n con- 
tention — heappeared out of the dust 
an amazingly high 21st overall.

the racing started to heat up even 
more. Both riders were tapped out 
and lying flat on the tank in the run 
across the dry lake bed. Neither backed 
off an inch over the supercross jumps, 
putting in high-flying performances 
that rivaled the best seen at any moto- 
cross event. 

The tiring riders launched a do-or- 
die effort in the final lap in a last- 
ditch push to take the coveted title 
and the $1200 purse for the overall 
win. 

La Porte was still out in front and 
going strong as the front-runners hit 
the half-way point of the final loop, 
but his winning effort bit the dust 
shortly afterwards when he report- 
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edly stripped the teeth off his rear 
sprocket. 

“I got him just before the lake bed 
near check three," said Sweetland. “I 
think he was having some problems 
because he'd stopped and was look- 
ing at the rear end of the bike. After 
that all I really had to do was finish.” 

Paul Krause, running.third over- 
all, also ran into trouble on the final 
lap. His Husky let go again, taking 
him out of the race and adding to his 
unenviable record of DNFs. 

The remainder of the race was 
smooth sailing for Sweetland, who 
cruised in to take the win by a com- 
fortable margin. 

“That was definitely a tough race,” 











Sweetland said. “It was very fast and 
so rough that it was tough to hold on. 
Your legs got worn out from the 
pounding.” 

Sweetland, sponsored by Husqvar- 
na/Spectro/Hallman/Metzler/Dirt 
Unlimited, said his race was largely 
problem free. 

"I rode most of the third loop with 
a front flat but that was about it," he 
said. ‘The bike ran really well. The 
worst thing that happened was when 
I came off the big jump the last time. 
I came off the footpeg and landed on 
my foot. That hurts a bit. 

"I want to say thank you to (race 
organizer) Fud. He always puts on a 
great race and it feels great to win 
something this tough, especially with 
such good competition.” 

Second overall,went to 250 Yamaha 
pilot Mike Baker, despite a dismal 
performance on the starting line. 

"I think everyone had left and I 
was still sitting there on the line. I 
was about 20th around the first loop," 
said Baker, who is backed by Mal- 
colm Smith/Orange County Cycle/- 
Dallas Baker Products/Kalgard/Scott/ 
Bell. “I’m a bit out of shape too. I've 
had an ear infection for a while and 
this is the first time I've ridden since 
the Adelanto Grand Prix back at the 
end of January." 


"Its the same old stuff — wide 
open, dusty, and choppy,” said third 
place finisher Duane Summers, who 
1s sponsored by Cagiva/Alpinestar/ 
O'Neal/Scott/Kalgard. 

"It's so rough out there that you 
have a hard time just hanging оп,” 
Summers said. “Апа it's so fast — it’s 
a real 500cc course. About four miles 
of it was little canyons, but the rest 
was wide open. I had that 250 wound 
out as fast as it would go. 

“I was in third overall in the first 
loop when I ran out of gas," said 
Summers. “I must've lost 10 minutes 
trying to get going again and I really 
had to work to catch up again. I wore 
myself out because I was charging so 
hard." 

The big surprise of the day was

John Flores and his 125 Yamaha. 
Flores finished fourth overall despite 
his displacement handicap, and 
topped the small-bore division. 

“This really isn’t for me,” said the 
South Bay Yamaha/JT-sponsored 
rider. “This was my first desert race 
and I don't think I'll do it any more. 
The course was all right, but it was 
pretty rough and really long after the 
motocross races I’m used to. It was so 
rough my seat came off on the second 
lap.” 

Fifth overall went to District 38 ace 
Robbie Nolin on a YZ250. 

“Overall I guess it was a pretty 
good race, but it was real long and 
tough, and there was an awful lot of 
dust," said Nolin. ‘“This is my first 
time ever in this race and I think I 
made it tougher mentally than it 
really was. I expected it to be really 
hard so I held off and by the time I 
realized that I wasn't tired it was too 
late." 

Nolin was followed in by Honda- 
mounted Joey “Сее, it's great to fin- 
ish in the top 10” Lane, Honda rider 
Todd Barnhill, and Todd McCay. 
Roeseler came home ninth overall. 

“I got a workout, that’s for sure," 
the dethroned King told Cycle News. 
“Т was pushing hard and the terrain 
down here is really difficult. It's just 
sand but it's pretty choppy with sharp 
ledges and you have to be really ball- 
sy in the fast stuff. But I've always 
enjoyed the race and it's good just to 
finish down here.” 

Tenth overall went to Vet Expert 
Honda rider Bill Lyons, who came 
on strong after a slow start to steal 
the lead from Ruhstofer late on lap

charged for the holeshot in both 
motos, through he couldn't play it 
safe. McElroy said, “I rode my best 
race at the Jacksonville Arenacross, 
but to beat Jeff for the series, I knew 
he'd be really going for it at Cocoa." 

Honda of Canada/Pro Circuit/ 
AXO/Oakley-sponsored Doug 
Hoover said, “1 need to win all four 
motos in the 250 and 500cc classes 
today to pay for the trip down from 
Canada.” Hoover hada good payday, 
with a 250cc Championship and 500cc 
Cocoa win. 

“Today is my last ride on this old 
dinosaur,” said 500cc Champion Staf- 
ford, as he pointed to his 1985 Yamaha 
YZ. "Yamaha is the only manufacturer 
that offered cash in this. series and I 
wanted to take some home." 

In the 125cc Pro-Am opener McEI- 
roy buzzed the start with Frisz, John 
Shay, Gary Paul and Larocco in tow. 
Frisz pushed his Suzuki hard and 
reeled in McElroy for the win on lap 
four. “Brian took the series lead from 
me at Jax and I needed to get it back,” 
he said. 

In a wild second moto start, McEI- 
roy, Frisz and Shay were three abreast 
at the top of the tunnel jump, but 
McElroy's Donnie Chafin-prepped 
Honda held the edge after the third 
turn. Frisz and Shay tangled and 
crashed on a jump with Paul Cor- 
nell, William Dzielak and Larocco 
moving by. Frisz said, “]оһп and I 
got up with a broken handlebar but 
then a couple of guys misread the 
yellow flag and jumped on me. I am 
really skinned up and sore.” Ohio's 
Shay rejoined the contest and fin- 
ished third to Larocco. 

Mickey Kessler returned to Florida, 
where his name is indelibly etched in 
the Winter AM record books. The 
New Jersey MXer said, “Debbie and I 
came down for a couple of weeks. I 
will ride at the Gainesville National 
and play it by ear for the Daytona 
event. 

In the opening 250cc Pro-Am moto, 
Kessler beat Shay, Eddie Wilboune 
and Jon McCabe to the first turn and 
his Kawasaki blew off the moto flag 
to flag. The series race, between 
Hoover and John Reinholt, developed 








into a battle for second in the first go. 
Hoover held a slight advantage until 
Reinholt's Yamaha crashed to fifth 
on lap five. Reinholt said “How does 
Kessler go so fast? He says he hasn't 
been riding much but he's really on 
it." 

Hoover's second in the moto 
bumped Reinholt from the point 
lead and it all came down to the 
second moto. 

In moto two, Kessler and Reinholt 
battled from the outside in the first 
turn with Kessler taking the edge. 
Hoover had a ringside view for the 
stackup that followed. He said, 
“Kessler was leading up the anthill 
and got sideways. Several guys, in- 
cluding me, clipped him.” Kessler 
was not seriously injured but was 
forced to leave the race to. Larocco, 
Joe Waddington and Reinholt. 
Larocco’s Yamaha led flag to flag for 
the overall win, with Hoover having 
to be content with fifth for the day 
and the championship. Larocco said 
later, “Jeff Stanton got here from the 
Miami Supercross in time to pump 
me up for the moto.” 

Stafford owned the first 500cc moto 
flag to flag. Hoover bumped Jon 
McCabe from the number two spot 
on lap two to set up a second moto 
confrontation with Stafford. Hoover 
said, “I waited for Scooter to get tired 
but he set a good pace." 

Moto two saw Stafford and Hoover 
sandwich Tim Ealy for a lap before 
going to war. After lap two, the pair 
had a clear track and both churned 
the black dirt. Hoover was patient 
and made his move for the win on the 
last rotation. Stafford said, “This 
tired old bike started to seize and I 
had to shift up a gear to save it. 
Hoover won the battle but we won 
the war." Canadian Glenn Nichol- 
son advanced from fifth for third 
overall. 

Robby Hanson and Gene Naumec 
both returned to the Florida circuit to 
contest the 125cc B Championship; 
Naumec from an injury and Hanson 
from a winter's racing in the Golden 
State Series. Naumec shared moto 
wins with Hanson but took the day's 
overall and the class championship.

Ermolenko, Brown super 
on Cow Palace ice

Like combining the right ingredients for the 
finest shaved ice daiquiri, Sam Ermolenko 
got the right start to win Saturday night's 
Budweiser International Speedway Ice Cham- 


pionship at the Cow Palace in 
front of more than 10,000 
screaming fans. The double- 
header feature saw former cham- 
pion Scotty Brown perfect in Friday 
night's scratch program and then 
lose to Ermolenko by just inches Sat- 
urday. 

It was the first ever FIM interna- 
tionally sanctioned ice speedway race 


in the United States and for the 5300 
who attended Friday night's show, it 
might well have been the last. With 
no rule book, per se, to dictate policy, 
referee Hank Gendusa decided, in the 
interest of safety and fair play, if any- 
one fell, there would be a red flag. 
Now that’s like telling the fox to not 
disturb the chicken's feathers. 

The 16 heat, all scratch program 
brought out Canadian John Kehoe 





for the first round against Billy “Bud” 


Gray, and Randy Lamiranda. The 
hockey rink inside the Cow Palace is 
real small and so the normal !/1eth 
mile track is about !/20Ь of a mile, 
frozen and slippery. To get the ice 
worked up, Suzuki Quads from SoBay 
Suzuki were brought in and Chris 
Terry became an instant hero with 
his 360? spins. 

Kehoe and Faria gated well for the 
first start but Lamiranda tagged the 
wall hard and called it a night quickly, 
bringing in first reserve Jeff Kniss 
who had set the record for most crashes 
during press day. Kehoe easily won 
the first round over Gray and Faria 
for those valuable points that get you 
into the main event. 

Colorado's Scott Ormiston won 
the second round but not before some 
restarts that had Sam Bast leading as 
well as Ermolenko. Ormiston won 
out over Ermolenko and Bast with 
Brit Paul Evits the first of many zeros. 

Kid Curry and his Skoal Bandit/ 
B & W Machine Shop special led for 
two starts but it was the “І аѕегђеат,” 
George Lazor, first at the checkers 
with Steve Martin second. Scott Brown 
was the winner in round four while 
Bart Bast rode around Dane Jon 
Steachman for second. 

In the second round Kehoe con- 
tinued his winning ways as did Lazor, 
this time over Bart Bast while Brown 
downed Martin. 

Round eight saw Mike Jaudon get 
knocked down and run over and four 
restarts ensued before a checkered 
was shown with only two riders up.

Paving special got in a slice and dice 
with Sam Bast which allowed Sam a 
rematch which Martin lost. The Bast 
Bros. Welding machine then got the 
third start and win but only after Jeff 
Kniss led the first three laps in great 
style. Joe Streachman had never rid- 
den the ice before but being Ermo- 
lenko's British League teammate 
made it easy to come to the States and 
ride some of this fun stuff and after 
clearing Gray off the track with 
gigantic scratch marks on his neck, 
the STP-sponsored rider won his first 
event over Curry and Evits got his 
first point for the night. 

Tony Briggs and Bart Bast had a 
strange meeting at the start of round 
1I and in the restart, the son of the 
four-time World Champion, Barry 
Briggs, got the start with Bast in tow. 
Bast put together a great charge and 
passed for the lead on the third go- 





around but threw it away leaving: 


Briggs the winner over Ermolenko 
and Faria. 

Round 12 saw four starts with 
Brown and Ormiston down the first 
time, then it was Ormiston and Lazor, 
and then Lazor and Hermant. At the 
finish it was Brown, still perfect with 
Ormiston a sore-bodied second over 
Hermant and Lazor’s first goose-egg. 

Point counting got real personal at 
the start of the last round with Bart 
Bast winning round 13 over Curry 
and Kehoe. Scotty Brown won his 
fourth straight for the high point 
honors and a spot in the main while 
Steve Martin’s second was only good 
enough for a tie with a bunch at seven 
points. Lazor got on track with a win 
over Sam Bast and Kniss to make the 
main but only after he had thrown 
the Skoal Bandit special away and 
luckily had a red with Kniss leading 
Bast and Evits. 

Dave Faria continued to have good 
starts on his Richmond Yamaha/ 
BMW/ Jawa but it was Briggs at the 
checkers and nine points total to go 
to the main along with Ermolenko at 
eight points. 

'The Division Two guys got their 
chance in between Division One 
rounds with Shawn Reppert winning 
the first round and making the main 
after some strange crashing. Harlan 
"Pops" Bast topped the second round, 
Ken Thiebaud the third, and Dave 
Perry the final heat. 

"Pops" Bast got the pole without a 
pick and looked good for a turn or 
two but it was Reppert the Division 
'Two winner over Thiebaud. 

Brown picked the pole from the 
hatand then rode off with the feature 
event with ease to add a certain 
amount of finality to the long night. 
Briggs held on for second after losing 
Ermolenko and Lazor to icing condi- 
tions. 

Saturday night's rendition was pre- 
ceeded by a special riders' meeting that 
established that not every race would 
be red flagged because of a downed 
rider. It was to be a godsend as the 
Cow Palace swelled to near capacity. 
Once. again, the 16 race program 
would take the top four to the final. 

After Briggs took out Faria in the 
first attempt, Sam Bast took the lead 
in a good jump, but Briggs Jr., 
chased him and actually moved him 
out of the way for the win in round 
one. 

Round two had no falls and Brown 
was still perfect winning over Ermo- 
lenko and Curry. 

The third heat was a version of 
Rollerball by itself with Ormiston 
crashing into the turn one bales. As 
therace went on Martin passed Kehoe 
for the lead followed by Bart Bast 
who chased and caught and passed 
the Canadian to win and get the 
crowd into a real party-time mode. 

Lazor had little trouble in heat 
four over Gray and Steachman and 
the poor Brit, Evits, another zero. 

Brown was still perfect with a win 
in heat five but Martin pulled very 
close at the checkers with Sam Bast 
third. 

Ermolenko rode around Kehoe to 
win heat six, despite a fine effort from 
Briggs who took third. 

Ormiston got the jump in round 
seven but Lazor went around as Gray 
stalled to give Curry third. 

Faria got his patented start in race 
eight with Bart Bast all over him and 
slam-bang time, but it was to be 
Faria's race with Bart second over 
Steachman. With two rounds com- 
plete, defending champ Lazor and 
former champ Brown were still per- 
fect. 

Ermolenko got back in tune with a 
win in heat nine after Ormiston bit 
the wall again while teammate Steach- 
man took second over Jaudon.

Carr to debut Wood 
Rotax road racer

Ron Wood’s Rotax-powered 500cc four- 
stroke road racer will make its racing debut 


on March 7 in the AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
class at Daytona with Camel Pro Series star 


Chris Carr at the controls. 
Daytona will also mark Carr’s 
introduction to National- 
level road racing. 

Wood was struggling to get the 
new bike out of his Newport Beach, 
California, shop as Cycle Week 
rapidly approached, but the four- 
valve, single was air-freighted to 
Florida on Saturday, February 28. 


Wood is planning to sell the road 
racers in 500, 600 and 660cc displace- 
ments during the upcoming racing 
season. 

When Cycle News visited Wood’s 
facility on February 27, the racer was 
ready except for seat and tank paint. 
“This has been quite an undertak- 
ing," Wood, who's mainstay has 
been in the dirt track racing arena, 
said. He had just completed work on 





the fairing which is based on that 
of a Honda RS250. 

The frame holding the Austrian 
motor is made of chrome-moly steel 
tubing with the back two tubes 
actually holding engine oil as part 
of the lubrication system. Rubber 
hoses carry oil to the engine oil 
pump. Wheelbase on the bike is 
adjustable from 53.5 to 55.5 inches 
on the bike Carr will race at Daytona. 


The front forks are Yamaha TZ250 
units and the rear shocks are Works 
Performance. Both wheels are also 
off a Yamaha TZ250. 

Itisunknown how competitive the 
500 will be against the smaller 
Honda RS250 and Yamaha T7250 
twin-cylinder two-strokes that have 
been dominating the class, but Wood 
was happy with late February Wil- 
low Springs test sessions that saw 
Doug Toland at the controls. 


"Doug was very helpful," Wood

Neuwell nabs 
Sandy Oaks HS

“ТІ keep everything in gear, crack 
the throttle, give it one hard 
kick and dump the clutch; that’s 
the only chance of getting the 
holeshot in а dead-engine start,” said 
Dan Neuwell, overall winner of Bur- 
lington Valley Dusters M.C. Sandy 
Oaks Hare Scramble, annual hare 
scramble season kick-off. 

Neuwell coupled his starting tech- 
nique with two hours of out-front 
riding and was never headed in his 
charge through 18 two-and-óne half 
mile loops. The course was laid out 
at the Sandy Oaks Motorcycle Park, 
adjoining the Big River Forest Pre- 
serve and it consisted of handlebar- 
width scrub oak and deep, sandy soil, 
that rapidly deepened to arm-shoulder 
wrenching whoops.
